Year-round  book  buy  back  in  effect

JJC’s  student  government,  the 
Student  Alliance,  has  plenty  to  han- 
dle these  days,  with  an  established 
year-round  book  buy  back,  a com- 
ment board  in  the  works,  new  stu- 
dent trustee  elections  coming  soon 
and  the  issue  of  electronic  voting.' 

BOOK  BUY  BACK 
Student  Trustee  James 
McFarland  said  he  gathered 
thoughts  and  requests  among  the 
student  body  on  the  high  cost  of 
books.  After  his  inquiries. 
McFarland  claims  to  have  initiated 
a year-  round  book  buy  back. 

JJC  buys  the  books  from  the 
company  E-Follett.  According  to 
McFarland,  if  a student  wants  to 
sell  books  back,  and  the  JJC  book- 
store wants  the  book  to  sell  on  the 
JJC  campus,  they  pay  50%  of  the 
price  of  a new  book  directly  to  the 
student.  If  the  JJC  bookstore  lias 


too  mam’  books  already  and  not 
enough  demand,  they  purchase  the 
book  on  the  behalf  of  E-Follctt.  E- 
Follctt  then  sets  a price  that  JJC 
pays,  which  is  typically  less  than  if 
the  bookstore  bought  the  book 
directly. 

Previously,  students  could 
only  sell  their  books  back  two 
weeks  out  of  the  year.  Students 
were  out  of  luck  if  their  books 
weren't  returned  during  this  short 
time  span. 

According  to  McFarland,  stu- 
dents can  save  more  money  by  pur- 
chasing books  on  the  Internet,  but 
that  causes  the  school  to  lose  more 
money. 

“In  the  long  run.  the  school 
will  make  more  money  from  sell- 
ing used  books  because  many  stu- 
dents can't  afford  to  buy  new 
books  every  semester.''  McFarland 
said. 


“If  students  aren’t  going  to 
save  money  by  going  to  their  own 
college  s bookstore,  they  are  going 
to  boycott  and  use  a more  conve- 
nient source  that  will  save  them 
money.”  McFarland  continued.

Cyber  Cafe  changes  considered

JJC  lias  formed  a committee  to 
discuss  changes  in  student  recre- 
ation areas,  such  as  the  cyber  cafe, 
and  the  game-room  on  the  bridge. 

“The  original  plan  for  the 
space  in  D1005  didn't  include  a 
cybercafe.  This  thought  was  devel- 
oped after  the  room  was  designed 
in  an  attempt  to  create  a new  kind 
of  recreational  space  for  students.  " 
said  Pattie  Fine.  Director  of 
Student  Services  and  Activities. 
This  idea  has  been  a good  one  so 
far.  but  there  have  been  some  com- 
plaints in  regards  to  noise  and  ven- 
tilation. 

The  committee  is  facing  many 
options.  One  option  consists  of 
swapping  the  area  that  is  presently 


the  computer  lab  with  the  area  that 
is  presently  the  lounge.  Moving  the 
tables  and  chairs  would  benefit  the 
students  by  making  more  room  for 
computer  usage  as  well  as  an  area 
that  is  separated  from  the  noisy 
lounge. 

If  JJC  goes  with  this  plan.  the 
food  service  will  be  moved  from 
the  hallway  to  the  actual  cyber- 
lounge. 

Another  plan  being  considered 
is  building  a programming  area  on 
the  bridge  with  a Blazcr/govem- 
ment  area  that  would  include  staff 
offices.  This  would  establish  an 
Office  of  Student  Services  and 
Activities  (OSSA)  administrative 
presence  and  a meeting  space  for 
the  clubs.  This  area  would  also  be 


equipped  with  a television. 

JJC  is  also  considering  moving 
the  game-room  games,  which  are 
currently  on  the  bridge,  to  the  actu- 
al cyber-lounge. 

The  extsung  game -room  on 
the  bridge  would  become  a TV 
room.  However,  if  this  plan  is  used, 
there  will  be  no  room  for  the  food 
service  in  the  cyber-lounge,  and  it 
will  have  to  remain  on  die  D-con- 
course. 

There  is  one  option  that  seems 
to  be  getting  a lot  of  attention,  and 
that  is  sound-proofing  the  student 
lounge  in  D.  It’s  use  would  be  pre- 
served for  clubs  and  other  pro- 
grams offered  by  JJC.  In  this  case, 
the  cyber-lounge  would  be  moved 
altogether  to  the  bridge  or  to  anoth- 


site  on  campus.  There  would  be 
TVs  installed  in  the  present  com- 
puter area. 

The  final  option  being  dis- 
cussed is  the  possible  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  second  floor  classrooms 
to  serve  as  programming/recre- 
ation/meeting/TV  site. 

This  plan  would  contain  the 
noise  to  both  floors  in  the  D build- 
ing. The  complicated  part  to  this 
option  is  finding  another  site  for 
the  classes  presently  held  in  that 

All  of  these  options  would 
require  a larger  supervision  staff, 
and  more  job  opportunities  may  be 
offered.  However,  it’s  too  early  to 
say  what  or  how  many  jobs  might 
be  made  available. 


Master  Plan  constructs  future  of  JJC

A proposed  master  plan  to 
guide  growth  JJC  is  currently  being 
developed.  This  purposed  plan 
contains  three  process  stages:  the 
short-term,  intermediate-term  and 
long-term  goals. 

The  short-term  goals  are  to  be 
met  in  the  next  five  years,  the 
intermediate  goals  in  the  next  six  to 
ten  years  and  the  long-term  goals  in 
the  next  11  to  15  years. 

According  to  Seaver  Tarulis. 
the  director  of  the  Physical  Plant  at 
JJC.  additional  parking  and  class- 
rooms will  be  constructed  at  each 
term. 

One  short-term  goal  would  be 
to  construct  a new  campus  center 
building.  It  will  be  located  by  the 
T-building  and  will  house  student- 
related  services,  including  busi- 
ness. registration  and  student-aid. 
Tire  main  entrance  will  be  through 
the  T-building.  which  will  be  the 
new  main  campus  building. 
Taruilis  said  this  will  help  the  stu- 
dents to  locate  the  services  better 
because  they  will  then  all  be  in  one 
place.

Meanwhile,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  will  meet  with  the  archi- 
tects in  the  future. 

“The  board  is  the  final  group 
that  is  going  to  comment,"  Tarulis 
said.  “Hopefully,  when  everything 
is  done,  we  will  have  better  signs, 
parking,  roads-  a better  campus." 

Each  phase  includes  a number 
of  changes.  Here  are  a few  high-

The  intermediate  level  of 
development  includes  a learning 
research  center  that  will  be  built  in 
the  open  area  between  the  A.  B and 
C buildings.  This  learning  research 
center  will  be  something  like  a 
library  that  students  can  use  to  help 
them  with  their  studies. 

The  long-term  level  of  devel- 
opment would  include  the  con- 
struction of  a physical 


fitness/recreation  room  that  will 
house  more  students. 

Tarulis  said  long-term  devel- 
opmental ideas  are  difficult  to  pro- 
pose. 

“It's  important  to  have  some 
idea  of  what  you  might  want  to 
do."  Tarulis  said.

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Teachers  utilize  Blackboard  with  222  websites

Through  a software  program 
the  college  purchased  called 
Blackboard  Courselnfo  4.0.  a web- 
based  instructional  system.  JJC  is 
now  able  to  offer  on-line  courses. 

This  is  the  college's  first 
school  year  to  offer  on-line  cours- 
es. So  far  there  are  eight  courses 
being  offered,  which  are  ART  109 
"Introduction  to  Art."  CIS  246 
“Advanced  C using  C++."  FMER 
131  "History  of  Fashioa"  HIST 
106  "History  of  Civilization  II." 
HRM220  "Hospitality 

Organization.”  Math  094 
“Elementary  Algebra.”  MATH  131 


"College  Algebra."  and  SPCH101 
“Fundamentals  of  Speech 
Communication.” 

The  program  was  actually 
made  available  in  the  summer  of 
1999.  While  the  program  started 
out  with  only  seven  web  sites  to 
help  supplement  on-campus  class- 
es. the  program  now  has  222  web 
sites. 

Many  more  students  arc  using 
the  blackboard  program  than  just 
those  taking  on-line  courses. 
Instructors  are  taking  advantage  of 
its  many  features  and  arc  having 
their  on-campus  students  use  it  to 
supplement. 


The  program  has  three  key 
features,  according  to  administrator 
Scott  Wennerdahl:  Access  to  docu- 
ments on  demand,  communication, 
and  personal  assessment. 

Access  to  documents  on 
demand  is  a key  point  because  the 
student  and  instructor  can  get  to  the 
material  needed,  such  as  the  syl- 
labus. homework  assignments, 
tests,  etc.,  whenever  and  from 
wherever  they  arc.  which  is  one  of 
the  main  reasons  students  choose  to 
take  classes  online. 

“It's  just  convenient."  says 
Wennerdahl. 

Blackboard's  communication 


center  is  very  helpful  and  includes 
features  such  as  e-mail,  a discus- 
sion board,  and  a virtual  classroom 
called  Real  Time  Chat. 

The  discussion  board  is  open 
only  to  those  who  are  in  the  specif- 
ic section  or  class  to  help  them 
evaluate  or  discuss  a problem  they 
are  having  in  the  class,  post  solu- 
tions or  give  advice. 

Real  Time  Chat  is  kind  of  like 
a discussion  board,  but  has  even 
greater  opportunity.  For  instance,  if 
you're  in  fashion  merchandising, 
the  instructor  could  actually  set  up 
a date  and  time  for  a fashion 
designer  to  be  on-line  in  your  sec- 


tion's virtual  classroom. 

Students  could  ask  questions 
of  the  designer,  and  gel  an  imme- 
diate response,  just  like  a chat 
room.  Students  who  could  partici- 
pate in  the  chat  would  be  only 
those  in  that  specific  section. 

“Right  now  there  is  a major 
division  between  those  who  take 
on-line  classes  and  on-campus 
classes."  Wennerdahl  said.  "In  the 
future,  on-line  classes  will  pul 
more  of  an  emphasis  on  opportuni- 
ties available  on-campus,  and  on- 
campus  students  will  focus  some- 
what more  on-line."  said 
Wennerdahl

NIU’s  Xtreme  Lit 
outdoor  education

Beginning  on  June  12. 
Northern  Illinois  University  is 
hosting  a new  type  of  literature 
class.  Xtreme  Lit.  is  for  graduates 
and  undergraduate  students  who 
want  to  experience  a different 
type  of  learning. 

Professor  David  Barrows 
stated,  "the  cost  of  the  program  is 
$2,500  and  includes  enrollment 
for  6 credit  hours  in  English, 
transportation  from  DeKalb  to 
Colorado  and  back:  food  and 
lodging  during  the  field  experi- 
ence; guides  and  permits,  and  all 
group  and  technical  equipment  of 
the  field  activities."  The  virtual 
class  begins  on  June  12.  and  runs 
until  July  7. 

The  students  arc  required  to 
read  eight  texts  in  order  to  discuss 
them  during  the  field  portion  of 
the  class. 

The  eight  texts  include. 
Letters  from  Yellowstone  by 
Diane  Smith;  Endurance: 
Shackleton's  Incredible  Voyage 
by  Alfred  Lansing;  Into  Thin  Air 
by  Jon  Krakauer;  Lord  Grizzly  by 
Frederick  Manfred;  A Walk  in  the 
Woods  by  Bill  Bryson;  The 
Ninemile  Wolves  by  Rick  Bass; 
The  Island  Within  by  Richard 
Nelson;  and  A Different  Angle: 
Fly  Fishing  Stories  by  Women  by 
Holly  Morris. 

During  this  time  students 
must  keep  journals  and  create 
some  ideas  for  the  final  project. 
On  July  7 the  students  will  leave 
from  DeKalb  by  van  and  travel  to 
the  Outpost  Wilderness 


Adventure's  Base  Camp  in  cen- 
tral Colorado  and  will  not  return 
until  July  28. 

Students  will  then  participate 
in  climbing,  hiking,  fishing  and 
backpacking  for  several  days. 
From  there,  the  students  will  trav- 
el to  Yellowstone  National  Park 
where  they  will  engage  in  approx- 
imately 10  days  of  backpacking 
in  Yellowstone. 

As  in  any  class,  the  students 
will  have  assignments.  In  the  vir- 
tual part  of  the  class,  students 
must  write  abstracts  on  each  of 
the  books.  These  abstracts  will  be 
approximately  250-500  words. 
The  abstracts  should  be  no  more 
than  20  typed  pages  and  will  be 
due  on  July  1 before  students  can 
attend  the  field  portion  of  the 
class. 

The  students  are  also  asked 
to  begin  writing  a journal.  The 
excerpts  from  their  journals  will 
be  useful  in  the  field  experience. 

Once  the  students  begin  the 
field  portion  of  the  class,  they  will 
be  paired  up  in  order  to  give  pre- 
sentations on  one  of  the  texts  and 
discuss  the  books  with  the  other 
students.  When  the  students 
return  home  they  are  to  submit  a 
final  project,  usually  a 10  to  15- 
page  paper.  Students  should  con- 
sult with  Barrow  or  Professor 
Frank  Court  in  regards  to  any 
questions  to  the  final  project. 

Barrows  suggests.  “If  anyone 
is  interested  in  being  a part  of  the 
Xtreme  Lit.  program,  please  look 
into  the  web  site  at 
http://www.owa.com." 


The  computer  would  cross  ref- 
erence the  student's  information  to 
ensure  he  or  she  is  in  fact  a student, 
and  would  automatically  tally  elec- 
tion results. 

“There  would  be  no  human 
error."  said  Gable. 

The  computer  system  can  ver- 
ify’ whom  the  student  has  voted  for 
and  if  they  voted  twice.  All  dupli- 
cate social  security  numbers  regis- 
tered would  be  deleted,  and  the 
votes  would  not  be  counted. 

Although  this  new  system  can 
benefit  students  in  convenience, 
there  has  been  concerns  about  vot- 
ers' privacy.  With  the  system  used 
last  year,  students  would  identify 
themselves,  they  w ould  be  marked 
off  to  indicate  they  voted,  and  then 
they  would  vote  on  a separate 
card. 

With  an  electronic  system,  stu- 
dents would  indentify  themselves 
with  their  student  I D number  or 
social  security  number,  and  then 
vote,  for  the  candidate  of  their 
choice.  The  concern  lies  in  the  stu- 
dent's identity  being  linked  with 
their  vote. 

“I  feel  this  (electronic  voting) 
isn’t  secure  enough.  I don't  feel 
comfortable  knowing  that  the  votes

of  fellow  students  can  easily  be 
tampered  with  as  well  as  easily 
traced."  said  student  Eric  Zabel 

However,  according  to  Gable, 
the  system  would  be  secure  and 
encoded,  and  no  one  would  have 
access  to  that  information.  “We  just 
want  to  see  the  end  result.  No  one 
would  see  who  voted  for  who." 
said  Gable 

There  was  also  concern  (hat 
an  electronic  voting  system  would 
be  easy  to  tamper  with.  However, 
“matters  such  as  students  present- 
ing false  social  security  or  ID  num- 
bers, multiple  vote  casting  and 
campaigning  within  a polling  site 
could  be  problems  with  on-line 
voting,  or  paper  ballot  systems." 
said  Fine. 

“The  members  of  the  Alliance 
concluded  that  in  any  election  there 


is  always  the  possibility  of  tamper- 
ing and  potential  for  fraud."  said 
Fine.  “I  believe  the  Student 
Alliance  discussed  this  matter  fully 
and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  no 
matter  what  they  decided  to  do 
there  were  challenges  in  maintain- 
ing a secure  election." 

The  Alliance  voted  at  the  Feb. 
3 meeting  to  use  a paper  system  for 
this  year’s  election. 

“The  issue  of  (vote)  tracing 
was  of  a particular  concern  and  was 
discussed  at  length.  Although  the 
members  concur  that  voting  by 
computer  is  the  wave  of  the  future, 
they  were  most  concerned  about 
this  matter  and  it  ultimately 
became,  in  my  opinioa  the  item 
that  caused  the  group  to  feel  they 
needed  to  do  more  investigating 
before  proceeding  with  automa- 
tion.” said  Fine. 

The  Alliance  plans  to  look  into 
different  aspects  of  electronic  vot- 
ing for  elections  next  year,  howev-

On  Jan.  25  and  26,  the  Blazer 
conducted  a survey  concerning  val- 
ues in  accordance  with  the  theme 
of  Mainstreet.  Participating  JJC 
students  completed  a short  ques- 
tionnaire about  personal  and  social 
values. 

Results  of  the  survey  were 
almost  completely  inconclusive. 
The  yes  or  no  and  one-to-five  rank- 
ing questions  generated  several 
unusable  answers  due  to  failure  to 
follow  directions.  For  example,  in 
response  to  the  question  “Do  you 
think  the  following  should  be  legal, 
yes  or  no?"  many  students  marked 
choices  with  an  “X”  or  a check 
mark.  The  assumption  was  that 
these  marks  meant  “yes"  but 
assumptions  could  not  be  tallied. 
Other  students  responded  with 
numbers,  as  though  they  were 
ranking  how  legal  each  item  should 
be.  One  student  responded,  “alco- 
hol 9”  and  “marijuana  6." 

Other  questions  asked  students 
to  rank  one-to-five  how  important 
several  values  are  to  them  person- 
ally and  how  valuable  each  of  those 
values  is  in  society.  Several  stu- 
dents responded  with  numbers  that 
are  not  between  one  and  five.  For 
example,  when  asked  how  impor- 


tant education  is.  one  student 
answered  “six.”  Another  student 
wrote  in  a “negative  five”  about 
how  important  friendship  is  in  soci- 
ety. Several  other  students  respond- 
ed to  various  questions  with  zeros. 

The  results  that  could  be  tal- 
lied did.  however,  produce  some 
surprising  results.  Participants 


were  asked  how  important  they  feel 
appearances  are:  20  percent  said 
they  find  appearance  very  impor- 
tant. 60  percent  said  they  didn't 
find  appearance  important  at  all: 
and  another  20  percent  responded 
somewhere  in  between  very  impor- 
tant and  not  important  at  all.  When 
asked  how  important  society  con- 


sidered appearance,  however.  76 
percent  said  society  values  appear- 
ance very  much  and  only  16  per- 
cent said  they  don’t  think  society 
values  appearance  at  all.  O'er  half 
of  participating  students  do  not  find 
their  own  or  other  people  s appear- 
ances very  important,  but  most 
believe  that  society  places  a great 


deal  of  importance  on  looks. 

Many  students,  76  percent, 
value  equality  and  equal  pay  for 
equal  work  very  highly.  Eighty  per- 
cent of  students  responded  that 
they  find  the  right  to  privacy  very 
valuable.  This  finding  was  also  evi- 
dent when  72  percent  responded 
that  it  was  not  important  to  know 
the  details  of  the  Clinton/Lewinsky 
affair. 

\btes  tended  to  follow  pat- 
terns; for  example,  people  who 
voted  that  prayer  in  school  should 
be  legal  also  tended  to  vote  that 
abortion  and  same-sex  marriages 
should  be  illegal.  Voters  who 
thought  alcohol  and  tobacco  should 
remain  legal  also  voted  for  the 
legalization  of  marijuana. 

Slightly  surprising  results 
from  a survey  conducted  among 
college  students  were  those  con- 
cerning the  importance  of  educa- 
tion and  career.  Sixty  percent  of 
respondents  found  education  very 
valuable  while  only  40  percent  sard 
they  found  career  of  great  impor- 
tance. On  the  other  hand,  the  poll 
showed  that  only  32  percent  said 
society  values  education  very  high- 
ly and  68  percent  believed  that 
career  is  highly  valued  by  the  pub- 
lic. 


Y2K  arrives,  no  Armageddon

The  Y2K  countdow  n to  possi- 
ble chaos  has  come  and  gone  with- 
out a glitch.

“I  don’t  think  the 
threats  of  terrorists  played  a role, 
but  instead,  the  coverage  of  possi- 
ble wide-spread  power  outages  and 
Y2K  computer  bugs  made  people 
stay  indoors  this  New  Years." 

Many  people  in  countries  all 
over  the  world,  including 
Americans,  chose  to  stay  indoors 
and  enjoy  New  Years  at  home  with 
family  and  close  friends.  At  the 
same  time,  others  look  caution, 
believing  the  worst  was  about  to 
come. 

Eric  Wierzbicki  kicked  back 


with  a few  pals.  “I  went  out  to  a 
party  at  a friends  house,  nothing 
big."  said  Wierzbicki  when  asked 
about  his  New  Year’s  plans 

From  (he  beginning  of  1999, 
to  the  very  last  second,  most  indi- 
viduals seemed  to  be  wondering  if 
situations  the  media  had  suggested 
throughout  the  year  to  happen  were 
about  to  come  true.  With  only  days 
left  until  the  year  2000.  tlueats  of 
terrorist  attacks  on  U.S.  soil,  and 
arrests  in  connection  to  the  sup- 
posed attacks,  left  some  cities,  such 
as  Seattle.  Wash.,  to  reduce  and 
even  cancel  the  New  Year’s  fun. 

"1  was  disappointed  that  some- 
thing didn't  happen"  said  Melton 
when  asked  if  she  expected  more 
random  chaos  to  occur  around  the 
world  during  Y2K.

Thai's  supposed  to  have  col- 
lege students  abandoning  the  old 
iried-and-true  campus  bookstore 
and  bounding  towards  their  com- 
puter screens  to  purchase  textbooks 
online. 

College  students,  however, 
know  better.  It’s  going  to  take  more 
than  a wacky  Canadian  and  an 
overgrown  piece  of  fruit  to  get 
them  off  their  couches  and  in  front 
of  their  computers.  It's  going  to 
take  savings  and  convenience. 

So  which  online  text  mer- 
chants are  worthwhile  anyway? 
Here's  the  lowdown  on  a few  of 
them,  comparing  price,  conve- 
nience. and  availability. 

Three  texts  are  used  in  this 
comparison:  Practical  Business 
Math  Procedures.  6th  edition 
paperback,  by  Jeffery  Slater. 
Editing  Today.  1996  edition  hard- 


cover by  Ron  F.  Smith  and  Loraine 
M.  OConncl.  and  Understanding 
Computers  Today  and  Tomorrow. 
1998  edition  paperback,  by  Charles 
S.  Parker.  The  assumption  is  that 
each  book  is  purchased  new. 

First,  the  campus  bookstore: 
the  math  book  goes  for  S71.10 
here,  the  editing  text  for  $43.60  and 
the  computer  book  for  $22.05. 
Early  shoppers  can  usually  get  used 
books  for  less,  and  new  books  are 
readily  available. 

The  bookstore  isn’t  entirely 
inconvenient,  but  it  does  require 
leaving  one’s  house,  something 
that  online  merchants  do  not.  It 
also  involves  waiting  for  help,  car- 
rying several  heavy  books  and 
waiting  in  line  for  half  an  hour  to 
an  hour. 

Next  up  is  Varsitvbooks.com: 
the  same  three  texts  listed  above 
were  available  at  this  site  The 
prices  were  $66.09.  $33.56  and 


$56.53.  respectfully.  The  first  two 
books  arc  less  expensive  than  those 
at  the  bookstore  were,  but  the  third 
is  significantly  higher  in  price. 

Keep  in  mind,  however,  that 
online  sellers  do  not  charge  sales 
lax.  and  bookstores  do.  The  site  is 
easy  to  navigate  and  loads  fast 
despite  being  cluttered  with  ads  for 
things  college  students  are  expect- 
ed to  want.  Varsilybooks.com  has  a 
flat  shipping  rate  of  $4.95  despite 
order  size. 

Bigwords.com  is  by  far  the 
coolcst-looking  site  reviewed,  with 
its  Japanese  animation  theme  and 
funny  F.A.Q.s.  One  read.  ‘Does 
Mr.  Pink  die  at  the  end  of  Reservoir 
Dogs?"  The  prices  on  the  math  and 
editing  books  were  also  less  than  at 
the  bookstore.  $49.84  and  $31.46. 
but  again,  the  computer  text  was 
significantly  more  expensive  at 
$51.52.  They  do  offer  used  books 
for  less,  so  comparative  shopping 


might  be  worthwhile:  shipping  at 
Bigwords.com  is  free. 

Tire  ugly  duckling  of  online 
textbook  merchants  is 
Tcxtbooks.com  with  its  orange,  red 
and  black  color  scheme. 

The  prices  are  no  beauty, 
either.  The  math  text  is  $64.35  and 
they’re  asking  $37.75  for  tire  edit- 
ing text:  the  computer  text  isn’t 
ev  en  offered.  Textbooks.com  offers 
used  books,  too.  but  with  a ship- 
ping rale  of  $4.95  that  increases 
with  order  size,  it  hardly  seems 
worth  the  trouble. 

Customers  of  Fatbrain.com 
must  also  have  fat  wallets  because 
this  site  is  expensive! 

Tire  math  book  is  a whopping 
$76.15  here,  the  editing  text  goes 
for  $41.95  and  the  computer  book 
is  $66,50.  Shipping  rates  increase 
the  more  you  buy.  The  site  itself  is 
confusing  and  almost  unintelligible 
because  it's  so  cluttered  with  ads. 


Ecampus.com  almost  stole  the 
show  with  a $33.93  price  lag  on  the 
math  text,  but  neither  of  the  other 
two  texts  was  offered  at  this  well- 
advertised  site.  Shipping  here  is 
free  and  the  site  is  easy  to  navigatc- 
it  might  be  worth  the  trouble  to  get 
what  is  available  at  this  site  and 
then  fill  in  Svhat  is  needed  from 
other  sources. 

It  wasn’t  until  the  search  was 
over  that  TextBookHound.com  was 
discovered.  This  site  searches 
many  text  sellers  online  and  pro- 
duces a price  list  from  which  the 
consumer  may  pick  the  best  deals 
and  order  them  all  in  one  place.  It’s 
easy  to  use.  and  even  allows  the 
user  to  send  a wish  list  to  whoever 
is  actually  paying  for  the  books. 

Nothing  beats  comparative 
shopping,  and  until  web  purchasing 
reaches  pcrfectioa  the  old  pick- 
and-choosc  method  seems  to  be  the 
best  bet  for  a good  deal. 


STD  awareness 


campaign  targets  teens

The  American  Social  Health 
Association  (ASHA)  has  recently 
won  various  awards  for  its  cam- 
paiga  “Know  the  Facts.  Know  for 
Sure."  Targeting  young  adults 
(ages  15-19).  this  campaign  has 
received  two  national  awards  for  its 
excellence  in  health  communica- 
tions including  1999  Media  Award 
and  the  Health  Improvement 
Institute’s  Aesculapius  Award. 

The  ASHA  is  a trusted  partner 
with  the  center  for  disease  control 
and  prevention  while  operating  the 
national  AIDS.  STD.  immunization 
and  the  National  Herpes  Resource 
Center  hotlines. 

The  campaign's  efforts 
focused  on  the  issue  of  concern  for 
teens  to  “know  the  facts  about 
STDs."  and  for  those  teens  who  are 
already  sexually  active  to  “know 
for  sure”  by  making  sure  they  are 
regularly  getting  tested  for  various 
STDs: 

According  to  a ASHA  news 
release,  the  campaign's  key  mes- 
sages to  teens  were: 

•If  you  are  sexually  active,  you 
may  be  at  risk  for  getting  an  STD. 
You  may  have  an  STD  and  not 
know  it,  since  many  don’t  have 
signs  or  symptoms. 

•Left  untreated,  STDs  can  lead 
to  long-term  medical  conse- 


quences. 

The  only  way  to  know  for  sure 
if  you  have  an  STD  is  to  get  tested. 

By  1998.  more  than  half  of 
America’s  teens  (ages  15-19)  had 
sex,  which  makes  these  teens  at 
risk  of  becoming  infected  with 
STDs.  According  to  the 
ASHA/Kaiscr  Report.  “STDs  in 
America  in  1998."  about  a quarter 
of  tire  15.3  million  new  STD  cases 
each  year  occur  in  teens. 

One  in  five  people  in  the  U.S. 
has  an  STD.  while  2/3  of  all  STDs 
occur  in  people  younger  titan  25 
years  of  age. 

The  ASHA  is  concerned  that 
teens  don't  know  the  importance  of 
increased  awareness  of  STDs. 
Many  factors  contribute  to  the  need 
for  awareness  and  prevention  pro- 
grams to  target  young  people. 
These  factors  include: 

•Teens  may  be  more  likely  to 
have  multiple  sex  partners,  rather 
than  singular,  long-term  relation- 
ships. 

•Teens  may  be  less  likely  to 
use  condoms  consistently  and  cor- 
rectly. 

•Teens  may  experience  barri- 
ers to  quality  STD  prevention  ser- 
vices. including  lack  of  insurance, 
lack  of  transportation,  discomfort 
with  services  designed  for  adults, 
and  concerns  about  confidentiality. 


The  ASHA  has  also  provided 
websites  contributing  to  STD 
awareness  that  targets  teens.  The 
services  of  www.STDS-knowfor- 
sure.org  and  www.iwaiuia- 
know.org.  provide  teens  with  infor- 
mation about  several  STDs  includ- 
ing facts,  descriptions,  symptoms 
and  who  is  affected. 

According  to  the  ASHA  spon- 
sored website,  compared  to  older 
adult  women,  female  teens  are 
more  susceptible  to  cervical  infec- 
tions, such  as  gonorrhea  and 
chlamydia,  due  to  their  immature 
cervix. 

According  to  The  Hidden 
Epidemic:  Confronting  Sexually 
Transmitted  Diseases,  although 
many  STDs  are  curable,  many  are 
not.  and  all  can  lead  to  serious  and 
enduring  health  consequences. 

According  to  Testing  Positive: 
Sexually  Transmitted  Disease  and 
the  Public  Health,  people  with  an 
active  syphilis,  genital  herpes,  or 
chancroid  infection,  or  who  have 
chlamydia,  gonorrhea,  or  tri- 
chomoniasis are  three  to  five  times 
more  likely  to  contract  HIV  if 
exposed  than  other  people.

MacDougall  replaces  Kalb  as  Wolves’ 


During  the  last  17  football  seasons. 
Joliet  Junior  College  has  gone  through  nine 
coaches.  In  that  span,  the  Wolves  have  post- 
ed a 56-103  record,  rising  above  .500  only 
three  times. 

That  may  change  for  the  better  with  JJC 
naming  Bob  MacDougall  on  Friday  as  the 
Wolves'  football  coach. 

MacDougall.  56.  is  one  of  the  win- 
ningest  coaches  in  the  National  Junior 
College  Athletic  Association.  During  a suc- 
cessful 21-year  tenure  at  the  College  of 
DuPage  in  Glen  Ellyn.  MacDougall  was 
174-59.  fifth-best  on  the  all-time  NJCAA 
victory  list  entering  the  1999  season. 

While  at  Dupage.  MacDougall  - who 
coached  at  DuPage  from  1976-96  until  the 
school  opted  to  drop  the  program  - turned 
the  Chaparrals'  program  into  a national  pow- 
erhouse. DuPage  set  the  NJCAA  all-time 
winning  streak  of  36  games  from  '93  through 
the  first  game  of  the  '96  seasoa 


MacDougall.  a linebackers’  coach  at 
Class  6A  state  champion  Naperville  Central 
High  School  the  last  two  years,  now  lias  the 
task  of  turning  around  a sagging  JJC  pro- 
gram. which  flourished  in  the  ' 70s  and  early 
‘80s  under  Jerry  Yost. 

“We  hope  to  become  highly  competitive 
at  Joliet.  I'm  not  coming  here  if  we  cannot 
become  competitive."  said  MacDougall.  an 
NJCAA  Football  Hall  of  Famer.  “We  want  to 
be  better  tlian  .500  next  season.  We  will 
striv  e to  win  conference  and  state  champi- 
onships as  quickly  as  possible. 

“But  before  a team  learns  how  to  win  on 
a consistent  basis,  though,  they  have  to  leant 
to  be  competitive.  Teams  have  to  learn  what 
it  takes  to  be  a cohesive,  competitive  unit  and 
that  's  what  we  plan  to  do.  We  want  to  set  our 
goals  and  aspirations  high  and  then  achieve 
them.  But  that  is  going  to  take  diligent  work 
from  everyone,  from  the  coaches  down 
through  the  players." 


The  Wolves  were  5-5  in  '99  after  going 
5-4  a year  earlier.  Following  his  second  sea- 
son. Wolves'  coach  Matt  Kalb  resigned. 

A proven  winner.  MacDougall  coached 
37  All-America  players  at  DuPage.  which 
played  in  13  bowl  games  (8-5  record),  won 
eight  North  Central  Community  College 
Conference  championships  and  11  Region 
IV  state  crowns  in  his  21  seasons. 
MacDougall  had  three  perfect  seasons  (12-0 
in  '93  and  '95.  11-0  in  '94)  at  DuPage 
besides  going  11-1  twice  and  10-2  twice. 

“We  are  pleased  to  have  a quality  indi- 
vidual such  as  Bob  MacDougall  nmning  our 
football  program.  Bob  knows  what  it  takes  to 
produce  a w inning  program  and  keep  it  at  a 
high  level  of  excellence."  said  Wayne  King 
JJC's  Director  of  Athletics.  “Bob  does  com- 
mand respect  and  that  is  what  he  will  receive 
from  his  student-athletes,  opposing  coaches 
and  people  in  general." 

The  '95  NJCAA  Coach  of  the  Year. 


head  coach 

MacDougall  guided  DuPage.  which  for 
unknown  reasons  dropped  the  sport  only  to 
reinstate  it  last  fall,  to  a No.2  national  rank- 
ing in  1993  and  1995.  The  Chaparrals  were 
ranked  fourth  nationally  in  1994. 

“Joliet  has  not  won  a conference  or 
Region  IV  state  championship  in  something 
like  20-22  years.  We  want  to  cliange  that 
around,  along  with  some  attitudes  toward 
football.  It  will  be  a tremendous  challenge." 
said  MacDougall.  “My  objective  is  to  change 
that  attitude  around.  I think  we  are  close,  but 
we  are  not  where  we  want  to  be. 

“It  is  the  job  of  the  coaches  and  I to 
move  the  program  up  a notch." 

MacDougall.  who  is  retired,  coached 
numerous  DuPage  players  who  made  it  to  the 
National  Football  League,  including  Aaron 
Bailey  (Louisville)  and  Mike  Bellamy 
(Illinois).

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Trustees  to  vote  on  tuition  increase 


Student  Alliance  members  discuss  the  tuition  increase  with  JJC  aamtmstrators

Joliet  Junior  College  tuition 
will  increase  by  $2  per  credit  for 
the  2000-2001  school  year,  if 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
March  8,  and  will  continue  to  rise  ■ 
each  year  by  a couple  of  dollars, 
according  to  the  projections  made 
in  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
Financial  “Plan  prepared  by  Tom 
Ryan,  vice  president  of  Business 
Services. 

For  example,  a student  taking 
15  credit  hours  will  be  looking  for- 
ward to  a $30  increase  in  his  tuition 
per  semester  or  $60  increase  for 
both  semesters.  This  does  not 
include  increases  in  fees  because 
the  fees  would  only  affect  students 
taking  the  specific  subject  in  which 
the  fees  are  required. 

The  Financial  Plan  is  made  up 
every  five  years  to  project  the  ris- 
ing costs  of  buildings  and  grounds 
upkeep,  the  construction  of  new 
buildings  such  as  the  Vet-Tech 
Building  and  the  costs  o’f  maintain- 
ing and  improving  the  education  of 
Joliet  Jr  College  students,  accord- 
ing to  Alan  Hardersen,  vice  presi- 
dent for  Student  Services. 

While  many  students  under- 
stand that  rising  costs  of  maintain- 
ing the  institution  plays  a signifi- 
cant role  in  tuition  increase,  many 
still  want  specifics.  This  year’s  rise 
in  tuition  and  fees  has  specifics  and 
much  more  than  what  meets  the 
eye. 


“The  tuition  increase  is  rea- 
sonable because  we  are  putting 
more  full-time  faculty  in  the  class- 
room, more  full-time  coonselors 
during  the  summertime,  and  we 
want  to  maintain  and  improve  our 
computer  lab  hours  as  well  as 
improve  the  technology  in  the 
classroom."  said  Ryan. 

If  and  when  the  Board  of 
Trustees  approves  of  the  hiring  of 
seven  new  full-time  faculty,  that 
will  specifically  account  for 
$350,000  of  the  increase. 


As  state  funding  of  education 
has  increased  every  year,  the  actual 
amount  of  these  increases  has  actu- 
ally decreased  from  previous  years. 
For  example,  last  year’s  increase  in 
state  funding  of  education  was  5.6 
percent,  while  this  year’s  increase 
was  only  2.04  percent. 

Speculation  in  recent  reports 
has  involved  reduction  in  Joliet 
Junior  College  revenue  due  to  the 
value  of  the  Braidwood  and  Morris 
nuclear  power  plants. 

“The  reduction  in  assessed 


photo  taken  by  Lorraine  Guerrero ^ 
valuation  due  to  the  nuclear  power 
plants  has  hampered  the  college’s 
ability  to  collect  taxes  in  the  educa- 
tion fund,"  said  Ryan. 

The  actual  amount  of  tuition 
students  pay  before  fees  is  $44  per 
credit.  The  $3  student-activity  fee 
pays  for  all  campus  activities  such 
as  sports,  karaoke,  clubs  and  any 
other  entertainment  the  college 
provides  for  the  students. 

The  $4  dollar  technology  fee 
pays  for  all  the  new  computers.

Rock  Run  bike  trail  to  run  through  JJC

Scheduled  for  completion  in 
the  fall  of  2000,  JJC  will  have  a 
new  bike  trail  running  its  course 
through  the  campus. 

The  new  path  is  a 4.1 -mile 
lengthening  of  the  Rock  Run 
Co*idor  Trail.  The  extension  will 
begin  at  Jefferson  Street  and 
Houbolt  Road  and  will  move  south 
through  JJC  property,  ending  at  the 
I&M  Canal  Access  Preserve. 

Since  the  college  Board  of 
Trustees  gave  its  endorsement  of 
the  trail  on  Feb.  19,  1999,  Biology 
Instructor  Andy  Neill  has  been 
very  active  with  the  expansion  of 
the  current  path.  He  is  also  excited 
about  its  many  benefits  to  students 
and  faculty  at  the  college. 

“Parking  concerns  are  a grow- 
ing issue  on  campus,”  said  Neill 
when  asked  about  his  hopes  for  the 
trail.  “A  concern  of  mine  is  addi- 
tional parking  means  expanding 
out  into  the  rare  natural  areas 
around  here.  A bike  trail  can 
increase  parking  options  on  cam- 
pus as  well  as  benefit  your  health 
and  the  earth.”  Using  the  path  to 
walk,  bike’  or  even  roller-blade  can 
result  in  good  exercise  and  less  car 
usage,  which  helps  the  environ- 
ment and  personal  fitness. 

Most  JJC  students  live  within 
five  miles  of  the  campus.  With  the 
trail  being  a new  option  for  trans- 
portation, Neill  hopes  students  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

For  those  not  so  easily  per- 


suaded, he  has  some  incentive 
ideas.  "Maybe  if  you  ride  your 
bike  to  campus,  we  can  get  some 
sort  of  partial  tuition  waiver*  of 
some  kind.” 

According  to  Neill,  many  peo- 
ple have  been  involved  with  the 
expansion  of  the  trail  since  it  was 
first  proposed.  The  Grounds 
Advisory  Committee  is  involved 
with  the  positioning  of  the  trail  as 
well  as  location.  “A  lot  of  people 
are  involved  in  the  work  on  this 
trail,  which  is  important,"  Neill 
said.  The  administration  has  been 
well  aware  of  the  plans  for  the  path 
as  well. 

.The  Will  County  Forest 
Preserve  will  be  overseeing  the 
installation,  maintenance,  and  safe- 
ty of  the  trail.  John  O’Lear  is  the 
Landscape  Architect  managing  the 
trail  for  the  WCFP.  Neill  has  also 
been  informed  that  there  will  be 
people  on  bikes  patrol ing  the  trail 
for  safety. 

In  only  a few  months,  students 
and  faculty  will  be  able  to  use  the 
trail  as  a safe,  reliable,  and  scenic 
route  of  transportation  to  and  from 
JJC,  instead  of  bicycling  on  main 
roads  in  the  area. 

When  asked  if  he  had  ever 
biked  to  the  campus.  Neill  had  an 
interesting  comment  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

“1  rode  to  JJC  once  on 
Houbolt,”  he  said.  "It  was  a bit 
scary.  That  road'  is  NOT  bicycle 
friendly."

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JJC  student  exposes  corruption  in  Illinois

One  of  JJC’s  own,  Tammy 
Raynor,  a license  examiner  at  the 
Illinois  secretary  of  state’s 
McCook  facility,  has  been  called 
the  “central  whistle-blower”  in  the 
federal  Operation  Safe  Road  inves- 
tigation of  corruption  that  took 
place  in  the  secretary  of  state’s 
office  during  the  tenure  of  George 
Ryan,  now  Illinois'  governor. 

In  an  exclusive  interview  for 
the  Feb.  16  Chicago  Tribune  story, 
"Truck  bribe  whistle-blower  tells 
of  ‘emotional  seesaw,'”  Raynor 
recounted  how  her  failure  to  get 
state  officials  to  act  on  her  allega- 


tions prompted  her  to  go  outside 
the  office,  eventually  leading  to  the 
federal  investigation. 

The  Blazer  was  informed  that 
Raynor  has  since  been  directed  by 
the  Illinois  State  Attorney’s  office 
to  not  speak  to  the  press,  since  the 
grand  jury  is  still  meeting  on  the 
case. 

She  and  fellow  McCook 
employee  Tony  Berlin  started  to 
document  what  she  suspected  was 
the  selling  of  licenses  to  unquali- 
fied truckers  in  1995. 

According  to  the  Tribune  arti- 
cle, Raynor  and  Berlin  took  their 
suspicions  about  license  selling  to 


the  attorney  representing  the  fami- 
ly of  six  children  who  were  killed 
in  a 1994  automobile  accident  in 
Wisconsin. 

During  a deposition  in  a civil 
lawsuit  stemming  from  the  crash, 
Raynor  laid  out  her  suspicions  that 
the  trucker  involved  may  have 
fraudulently  received  his  license. 
That  charge,  since  sustained  by 
federal  authorities,  sparked  the  fed- 
eral investigation  that  has  led  to  the 
conviction  of  19  people  on  bribery- 
related  charges. 

The  first  sign  Raynor  said  she 
saw  indicating  "that  something  was 
wrong  was  the  speed  at  which

truckers  were  being  issued  their 
new  licenses.  Large  numbers  of 
truckers,  especially  those  with  poor 
English  skills,  were  being 
processed  too  quickly,  she  told  the 
Tribune. 

In  a sworn  statement  in  a civil 
suit,  Raynor  said  one  trucker  com- 
plained to  her  he  had  paid  a S700 
bribe  but  hadn't  been  given  a 
license  that  would  allow  him  to 
truck  hazardous  material,  and  fur- 
ther complained  that  the  man  next 
to  him  had  paid  only  S500. 

In  December  1997,  after 
months  of  working  with  secretary 
of  state  investigators,  she  was 


abruptly  and  without  explanation 
transferred  out  of  the  McCook 
facility,  according  to  the  Tribune. 

Raynor  told  the  Tribune  she 
telephoned  her  main  contact  in  the 
secretary  of  state's  inspector  gener- 
al office  to  ask  for  help,  but  the 
investigator  hung  up  on  her. 

“I  got  the  message,”  Raynor 
said.  "1  knew  what  it  meant." 

In  January  1998,  Raynor  gave 
her  sworn  testimony  in  the  case  and 
two  months  later  discussed  her 
allegations  with  federal  investiga- 
tors. Today,  Raynor  remains  a com- 
mercial license  examiner  at  the 
McCook  facility.

such  as  those  in  the  new  technolo- 
gy center  located  in  the  library,  and 
software  such  as  the  new 
Blackboard  software  program  that 
has  enabled  JJC  to  have  online 
courses. 

The  activity  fee  and  the  tech- 
nology fee  will  be  staying  the  same 
for  the  upcoming  year. 

Some  course  fees,  however, 
will  see  an  increase.  The  fees  for 
math  classes  will  be  increasing 
from  $3  to  $6  to  cover  the  cost  of

purchased  that  will  provide  stu- 
dents with  tutoring. 

Culinary  Arts  students  will  see 
an  increase  in  fees  from  S50  to

for  students  taking  the  first-time 
offered,  self-instructed  language 
classes  which  include  classes  such 
as  Conversational  Japanese.  The 
foe  will  cover  the  cost  of  the  tutor,

The  fees  and  tuition  stated  will 
only  be  applicable  for  the  2000- 

2001  school  year,  if  approved. 
Since  they  are  projected  to  rise, 
students  taking  a course  load  of 
about  15  credits  per  semester  after 
next  year’s  increase,  or  the  2001- 

2002  increase,  will  be  looking  for- 
ward to  $60  per  semester  or  $120 
year  increases;  2002-2003  will  be 
looking  forward  to  an  increase  of 
$90  per  year  or  $180  per  year  and 
so  on. 

This  of  course  only  holds  true 
if  tuition  increases  are  held  down 
to  $2-$3  dollar  increases  per  credit 
hour. 

Administrators  did  speak  with 
the  Student  Alliance  to  discuss 
these  issues  and  explained  to  them 
the  reasons  for  the  need  to  increase 
tuition.  • 

“For  what  the  college  would 
like  to  do  with  the  tuition  increase, 

I think  it  is  a good  idea  to  increase 
with  the  current  information,"  said 
Christopher  Boyk,  president  of 
Joliet  Junior  College  Student 
Alliance. 

This  tuition  increase  of  $2  per 
credit  hour  will  take  effect  in  sum- 
mer session  one.

Fourth  annual  Pow  Wow 
to  be  held  on  March  1 1

Song,  dance,  food,  and 
venders  are  just  a couple  of  the 
things  that  you  can  experience  at 
the  Fourth  Annual  Joliet  Junior 
College  Woodland  Reunion 
Traditional  Pow  Wow. 

On  Saturday,  March  II,  the 
Office  of  Student  Services  and 
Activities,  and  the  Native 
American  Club  with  cooperation 
from  the  American  Indian  Center 
of  Chicago,  will  have  their  fourth 
annual  Pow  Wow  at  JJC.

Some  of  the  tribes,  or 
nations  as  they  are  some  times 
referred  to,  that  will  be  attending 
will  be  the  Ojibwa,  Ho-Chunk, 
the  Menominee,  the  Potawatomi, 
the  Mesquaki,  and  the  Blackfeet, 
to  name  just  a few. 

Some  of  the  people  attending 
come  from  Chicago,  some  come 
from  the  Midwest,  and  some  will 
be  traveling  a great  distance  just 
to  come  to  this  event,  according 
to  Harris.

‘American  Beauty’  a must-see  Oscar  nominee

The  Cold  War  is  over,  Y2K 
passed  harmlessly,  the  economy  is 
booming,  shopping  malls  are  filled 
and  soon  everyone  will  be  driving 
an  SUV  and  cashing  in  their  stocks. 

What  more  could  anyone 
want? 

“American  Beauty,”  directed 
by  Hollywood  newcomer  Sam 
Mendes,  has  already  garnered  three 
Golden  Globe  awards  (Best 
Picture,  Best  Director  and  Best 
Screenplay)  and  has  been  nominat- 
ed for  eight  Academy  Awards 
(Best-  Picture,  Actor,  Actress, 
Cinematography,  Screenplay, 
Director,  Score  and  Editing). 
Originally  released  last  September, 
it  was  re-released  this  February.  On 
March  26  the  twisted 
comedy/drama  could  walk  away 
with  at  least  six  Oscars  for  its  blis- 
teringly accurate  portrait  of  a mod- 
em suburban  family  as  they  suffer 


the  consequences  of  chasing  the 
utopian  idea  of  fulfillment  through 
success. 

At  the  center  of  the  existential 
dilemma  is  the  unhappy  and  sexu- 
ally frustrated  Lester  Burnham, 
played  by  Kevin  Spacey  (“L.A. 
Confidential,"  “Seven,”  “The 
Negotiator”).  Lester  is  the  first  to 
crack  under  the  nihilistic  pressure 
as  he  faces  the  possible  loss  of  his 
job,  the  coldness  of  his  success-dri- 
ven wife  Carolyn,  played  by 
Annette  Bening  (“The  Siege," 
“The  American  President,"  “Mars 
Attacks”),  and  the  deteriorating 
relationship  with  his  daughter, 
Jane,  played  by  Thora  Birch. 

Like  many  mid-life  crisis  baby 
.boomers,  Lester  tries  to  break  free 
by  running,  literally  and  figurative- 
ly. He  repeatedly  fantasizes  about 
his.  daughter’s,  cheerleader  friend 
Angela  while  neglecting  his  rela- 
tionship with  his  wife.  In  one  scene 


Lester  imagines  Angela  nude  on 
the  ceiling  of  his  bedroom  with 
rose  petals  dropping  like  snow. 
Later,  to  the  disgust  of  Jane,  he 
begins  to  jog  and  lift  weights  in 
order  to  impress  Angela. 

In  addition  to  Angela,  Lester 
tries  to  escape  further  with  drugs 
that  he  gets  from  his  daughter’s 
boyfriend,  Ricky,  played  by  Wes 
Bentley.  After  watching  Ricky  quit 
hjs  job  as  a waiter,  Lester  decides 
to  quit  his  job  and  applies  at  a fast 
food  restaurant  for  a position  with 
the  least  amount  of  responsibility. 
In  a humorous  scene  we  watch  him 
sitting  for  an  interview  with  the 
store  manager  defending  his  quali- 
fications and  resume. 

The  turmoil  revolving  directly 
around  Lester  is  only  part  of 
“American  Beauty."  The  film 
explores  other  ideas  like  stem 
fathers,  stressed  out  working 
moms,  and  what  it  me^ns  to  be 


Future  to  benefit  from  prepaid  tuition

According  to  College  Illinois! 
Prepaid  Tuition  Program,  tuition 
costs  have  been  rising  three  times 
faster  than  the  average  household 
income  since  1980. 

If  these  trends  continue, 
tuition  for  a newborn  today  could 
climb  to  over  $50,000  by  the  time 
that  child  enrolls  in  college. 
American  families  accumulated 
more  college  debt  during  the  first 
five  years  of  the  1990s  than  in  the 
previous  three  decades  combined, 
according  to  Rea  S.  Hederman, 
author  of  “Who  Would  Benefit 
from  Prepaid  College  Tuition 
Plans?”  In  response  to  these  rising 
costs,  Congress  is  now  allowing 
parents  to  defer  federal  income  tax 
on  all  interest  earned  until  their 
child  enrolls  in  college. 

Congress  intends  for  the  $80 
billion  tax-cut  package  to  expand 


to  cover  private  colleges  and  uni- 
versities as  well  as  state-sponsored 
schools.  Some  members  of 
Congress  are  pushing  to  make 
interest  earned  on  tuition  savings 
and  prepaid  plans  tax-free. 

Experts  predict  about  30  mil- 
lion children  in  families  with 
incomes  above  125  percent  of  the 
poverty  level  could  benefit. 
According  to  “Taxing  matters: 
College  Aid,  Tax  Policy  and  Equal 
Opportunity,”  however,  the  pro- 
posed policies  would  mainly  bene- 
fit students  from  middle-  and 
upper-income  families.  The 
Congressional  Budget  Office  esti- 
mates families  in  the  20  percent  tax 
bracket  would  save  $2000  in  taxes, 
but  those  in  the  1 5 percent  bracket 
would  only  save  $1500,  thus  the 
plan  would  mostly  benefit  students 
who  already  plan  on  attending  col- 
lege and  those  who  are  currently 


enrolled  in  college. 

Supporters  argue,  however, 
that  working-class  families  would 
benefit  from  the  plan,  and  point  out 
that  families  with  annual  incomes 
less  than  $35,000  purchased  62 
percent  of  the  prepaid  contracts 
sold  in  Pennsylvania  in  1996. 
People  in  Illinois,  accordihg  to 
College  Illinois!,  purchased  nearly 
170  million  College  Illinois!  pre- 
paid college  plans  last  year. 
Prepaid  plans  offer  a “what  you 
buy  is  what  you  get”  guarantee, 
with  tuition  prices,  for  today 
“locked  in”  for  tomorrow. 

With  tuition  costs  currently  at 
a temporary  low,  such  plans  offer 
peace  of  mind  and  financial  securi- 
ty to  perhaps  otherwise  ill-prepared 
parents.  More  information  about 
prepaid  college  plans  can  be  found 
at  the  College  Illinois!  website, 
www.collegeillinois.com.

Ricky's  father  is  wired  so  tight 
that  he  actually  believes  the  only 
hope  for  the  world  is  discipline  and 
law  and  he  punishes  Ricky  severe- 
ly for  threatening  the  order.  The 
scenes  portraying  this  are  the  most 
gripping  as  you  see  an  angry  father 
afraid  and  unable  to  cope  with  the 
reality  that  his  son  is  not  going  to 
turn  out  the  way  he  wants. 

Ironically,  Ricky,  who  suffers 
the  most,  is  the  one  character  who 
truly  understands  the  beauty  that 
surrounds  evetyone.

bought  her.  In  a scene  played  out  a 
thousand  times  in  the  real  world, 
Carolyn  slaps  Jane  for  being 
ungrateful.

The  same  might  not  be  said  for 
fellow  Def  Jammer  DMX  and  his 
latest  collection,  “...And  Then 
There  Was  X."  This  is  the  nicest 
packaging  we've  seen  from  the 
rugged  rapper,  but  the  actual  disc  is 
his  weakest.  DMX  brings  the 
familiar  “Nas-level"  lyrics  about 
the  state  of  the  ghetto  and  living 
against  the  odds.  The  flow’s  are 
thoughtful  and  loaded  with  pas- 
sion, but  we've  heard  the  same 
ideas  from  him  three  times  now. 

The  only  difference  this  time  is 
that  the  melodies  are  often  recycled 
form  his  previous  work  and  the 
hooks  are  often  annoying  and

Regular  Season  Record:  15-14  (4-2  in  N4C) 

Season  Recap:  Despite  dropping  their  first  five  contests  of 
the  season,  the  Lady  Wolves  eventually  rebounded  to  a 10-7 
record  by  Jan.  4 From  there.  JJC  went  on  to  win  five  of  their 
next  10  games,  including  a 63-56  win  over  Harper  College. 
The  win  also  lifted  JJC's  conference  record  to  4-2. 

But,  in  their  final  two  games  of  the  regular  season,  the 
Lady  Wolves  hit  a bump  with  losses  to  Black  Hawk  College 
and  Oakton  Community  College,  who  improved  to  just  4-21 
overall  with  the  win. 

Countdown:  Sophomore  Felicia  Randle  needs  just  35 
rebounds  more  to  become  JJC’s  all-time  leading  rebounder. 


The  NCAA  Tournament  is  quickly  headed  our 
way.  Traditional  powers  such  as  Duke,  Cincinnati  and 
Arizona  are  already  guaranteed  spots,  while  the  other 
yearly  powerhouses  like  North  Carolina,  UCLA  and 
defending  champion  are  on  the  bubble  and  will  have  to 
sweat  out  the  selection  process. 

The  field  this  season  is  fairly  even,  at  least  more 
even  than  in  past  seasons.  But  like  last  year,  when 
Duke  was  the  heavy  favorite  and  lost  to  Connecticut  in 
(he  finals,  the  so-called  obvious  choice  may  not  turn 
out  to  be  the  best  team. 

Of  course,  with  the  playing  field  so  level,  expect 
some  fantastic  games. 

The  tournament  brackets  do  not  come  out  until 
mid-march,  but,  should  the  following  teams  be  placed 
in  separate  brackets,  here  are  my  picks  for  the  Final 
Four:  Duke.  Michigan  State,  Temple  and  St.  John’s. 
Duke  and  Michigan  State  seem  like  solid  picks,  and 
two  unexpected  teams  usually  make  it  to  the  Final 
Four  every  year,  so  Temple  and  St.  John’s  it  is. 

As  for  local  schools  with  a shot  of  getting  into  the 
field  of  64,  look  for  Illinois  and  Purdue  of  the  Big  Ten, 
and  DePaul  of  Conference  USA  to  qualify.  DePaul  is 


so  happy  with  Coach  Pat  Kennedy’s  leadership  that 
the  university  extended  his  contract  through  the  2007 
season. 

Southern  Illinois  will  have  a chance  to  make  the 
tournament  but  will  need  to  win  the  Missouri  Valley 
Tournament  to  do  so.  The  other  “maybes”  are 
Northern  Illinois  and  Notre  Dame,  but  like  SIU,  they 
too  will  have  to  win  their  conference  tournaments  to 
get  in.

They  were  in  the  Final  Four  a year  ago,  losing  a 
heartbreaker  to  Duke  in  the  semifinals.

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New  faculty  positions  created,  17  retire

A large  number  of  full-time 
faculty  members  are  retiring  this 
year,  with  15  teachers,  a dean  of 
counseling  and  a counselor  .retir- 
ing. The  administration  is  current- 
ly in  the  process  of  interviewing 
for  these  positions,  as  well  as 
eight  new  faculty  positions  recent- 
ly tentatively  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  pending  the 
adoption  of  the  2000-2001  budget. 

“The  college  is  losing  a 
tremendous  number  of  talented 
people."  said  J.D.  Ross,  JJC  pres- 
ident. 

Ross  notes  that  there  are  a 
large  number  of  open  positions  all 
over  Illinois,  so  there  is  competi- 
tion for  potential  employees.  Ross 
indicated  he  expects  more  retire- 


ments in  Illinois  over  the  next 
couple  of  years  because  many  of 
the  teachers  who  started  when  the 
community  college  system  was 
created  are  reaching  retirement 
age.  Most  community  colleges 
started  in  1967  with  the  Illinois 
Community  College  Act,  which 
created  districts  for  the  colleges. 

Currently  the  full-time  facul- 
ty to  full-time  student  ratio  is 
below  the  national  standard, 
which  is  20  students  per  faculty 
member,  according  to  Dr.  Denis  G. 
Wright,  vice  president  of  academ- 
ic affairs.  However,  Wright  point- 
ed out  that  JJC  is  above  the  aver- 
age in  the  Chicago  area  with  the 
number  of  classes  taught  by  full- 
time faculty. 

“What's  amazing  to  me  is  that 


we’re  above  the  average  in  the 
Chicago  area  with  the  number  of 
classes  taught  by  full-time  faculty, 
but  that's  not  good  enough  for 
us,"  Wright  said.  "We  want  to  be 
better  than  that  because  we  value 
the  contribution  of  full-time  facul- 
ty." 

The  administration  hopes  the 
increase  of  full-time  faculty  will 
decrease  the  full-time  faculty  to 
full-time  student  ratio. 

Currently,  57  percent  of  class- 
es at  JJC  are  taught  by  full-time 
faculty,  according  to  Wright.  The 
additional  eight  new  positions 
should  bring  that  percentage  up  to 
slightly  over  60  in  the  fall,  with  a 
moderate  increase  of  the  student 
population,  according  to  Wright 
Wright  says  he  would  actually  like 


to  see  67  percent  of  classes  taught 
by  full-time  faculty. 

Over  the  past  four  or  five 
years,  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  student  population  without  an 
increase  of  full  time  faculty, 
according  to  Wright. 

"As  an  institution,  we  have 
dealt  with  the  increase  with  stu- 
dent population  with  adding 
adjunct  faculty  at  a greater  rate 
than  full-time  faculty,"  said 
Wright. 

The  new  faculty  positions  by 
department  include  two  for 
Computer  Information  and  Office 
Systems,  two  for  English,  one  in 
Mathematics,  one  in  Vet 

Technology,  one  in  Psychology, 
and  one  in  Manufacturing 
Production.

Negotiations 
for  new  deal 
underway

Student  tuition  increase  approved  by  Board

The  tuition  increase  was 
approved  by  the  Joliet  Junior 
College  Board  of  Trustees  four  to 
three  at  the  meeting  March  8. 

The  tuition  will  be  increasing 
by  two  dollars  per  credit  hour  for 
the  2000-2001  school  year.  So  if 
you’re  a student  taking  15  credit 
hours  you  will  be  paying  S30  extra 
in  tuition  alone  per  semester,  not 
including  any  of  the  new  or 
increasing  fees. 

In  a survey  conducted  by  the 
JJC  Student  Alliance  a total  of 
1,367  or  12.9  percent  of  the  student 
body  were  asked  if  they  supported 
the  two  dollar  per  credit  hour 
tuition  increase.  According  to  the 
survey  797  students,  or  58  percent 
voted  yes;  562,  or  4 1 percent  voted 
no;  while  less  than  one  percent 
were  undecided. 

Forty-four  students  who  took 
the  survey  commented  on  the 
tuition  increase.  Twenty-six  of 
these  students  had  voted  no,  while 
only  16  who  voted  yes  had  com- 
ments. 


Various  comments,  as  well  as 
suggestions,  made  by  those  voting 
yes  were: 

“Yes,  but  let’s  freeze  it  for  a 
few  years  too!” 

“As  long  as  there  would  be 
any  significant  increase  in  the  qual- 
ity of  education  system  at  JJC!” 

“This  is  a very  small  percent 
increase  to  pay  for  improving  ser- 
vices, provided  it  is  used  for 
improved  services  and  not  bureau- 
cracy." 

Various  comments  and  sugges- 
tions made  by  those  voting  no 
were: 

“Tuition  is  raised  every  year.” 

"Don’t  raise  it,  the  quality  of 
the  services  are  good  at  JJC." 

“I  would  support  this  increase 
after  seeing  a budget  and  proposal 
on  exactly  what  actions  JJC  will 
take  with  the  additional  income." 

"Have  you  seen  the  price  of 
gas?" 

“I  think  wfe  pay  enough  and 
with  all  the  money  the  class  costs 
they  should  be  able  to  have  high 
quality  classes,  teachers,  and  pro- 


grams.” 

President  of  Student  Alliance 
Christopher  Boyk  commented  in 
the  March  first  Issue  of  the  Blazer 
that  he  was  for  the  tuition  increase, 
based  on  the  information  he  had  at 
the  time.  Since  this  time  he  has 
changed  his  mind  and  is  now 
opposed  to  the  increase. 

“We  have  a high  quality  of 
education  here  (at  JJC)  as  it  stands 
now,”  said  Boyk. 

“Prices  are  going  up  across  the 
board,  yet  wages  are  not  increasing 
to  meet  the  rising  costs  of  living, 
not  to  mention  the  costs  of  rising 
tuition." 

According  to  the  administra- 
tion, the  revenue  from  the  tuition 
increase  is  going  to  be  allocated 
toward  maintaining  an  adequate 
number  of  full  time  faculty; 
increasing  support  in  Financial  Aid 
and  counseling  services;  and  main- 
taining and  advancing  technology. 
These  items  are  among  what  they 
feel  are  a list  of  priorities. 
However,  the  money  is  not  ear- 
marked for  a specific  place. 


The  survey  did  not  mention 
anything  about  the  increasing 
course  fees.  These  fee  increases 
included  a S3  increase  for  math 
classes  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  soft- 
ware program  the  school  purchased 
that  will  provide  students  with 
tutoring. 

Culinary  arts  fees  increased 
from  S50  to  SI 00,  and  the  largest 
fee  increase  will  be  the  first-time 
fee  of  $150  for  students  taking  the 
first-time  offered,  self  instructed 
language  classes  which  include 
classes  such  as,  conversational 
Japanese. 

The  fee  will  cover  the  cost  of 
the  tutor,  textbooks,  and  audio 
tapes.  The  new  fees  will  only 
affect  students  who  are  taking  the 
specific  subject  that  the  fees  are  put 
in  place  for. 

Tuition  will  probably  continue 
to  rise  each  year  by  a couple  of  dol- 
lars, according  to  the  projections 
made  in  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
Financial  Plan  prepared  by  Tom 
Ryan,  vice  president  of  Business 
Services.

Last  summer  at  JJC  there  were  an 
increased  number  of  thefts,  especially 
involving  college  property.  That  is  why  this 
year  campus  police  have  stepped  up  its  secu- 
rity measures. 

These  security  measures  include  adding 
undercover  or  “plain  clothed”  officers,  the 
addition  of  two  officers  to  the  force  and 
newly  installed  cameras  to  monitor  the  park- 
ing lots.  Three  new  cameras  have  replaced 
older  inefficient  ones,  and  they  offer  a much 
better  view  of  the  parking  lots. 

These  new  cameras  have  color  pictures 


that  are  much  clearer,  and  show  good  pic- 
tures in  low  light. 

According  to  Chief  Steven  Bennett, 
“Had  we  had  something  like  this  recording 
24  hours  a day,  it  would  have  helped  greatly 
with  the  property  thefts.” 

Since  November  there  have  been  no 
property  claims  or  break-ins,  and  only  minor 
thefts  have  been  reported,  like  backpacks  or 
calculators,  according  to  Bennett.  In  January 
there  were  nine  thefts  reported,  and  one 
criminal  assault,  and  in  February  two  thefts 
and  one  aggravated  assault  arid  battery  were 
reported. 


The  police  department  is  continuing  to 
increase  its  security,  and  they  hope  to  add 
two  more  officers  to  the  force. 

The  department  is  also  hoping  to  install 
more  cameras  to  face  the  buildings  so  the 
doorways  can  be  monitored,  which  would 
also  help  to  prevent  theft  of  school  property. 
These  security  measures  are  not  just  for  the 
main  campus. 

There  is  “standardization  for  all  loca- 
tions, they  are  all  increasing  at  the  same 
time,"  according  to  Bennett. 

Even  these  petty  thefts  can  be  prevented 
if  you  follow  a couple  of  tips  given  by 


Bennett.  He  advises  to  always  be  alert  of 
your  circumstances  and  surroundings,  and 
never  leave  backpacks,  pocketbooks,  brief- 
cases, purses  or  anything  of  value  unattend- 
ed in  the  cafeteria,  on  tables  along  the  bridge, 
or  anywhere  else  inside  or  outside  of  the 
buildings. 

Another  thing  students  can  help  the 
police  with  is  information.  Any  tips  or  infor- 
mation about  crimes  can  be  made  anony- 
mously to  the  campus  police,  815-729-9020, 
extension  2234.  Students  can  help  without 
having  to  be  directly  involved  in  the  investi- 
gation.

optimistic,"  Lee  said. 

Both  sides  were  trained  in  a new  way  of  negotiating, 
called  “interest-based  bargaining,”  in  December,  and  negoti- 
ations began  in  February. 

The  seven  faculty  members  elected  by  the  union  and  the 
six  members  of  administration  appointed  by  President  J.D. 
Ross  were  trained  in  group  problem  solving. 

“(Interest-based  bargaining)  is  a more  cordial  kind  of 
bargaining  process,  and  can  be  more  productive,”  said  Ryan. 

Both  spokesmen  agreed  that  interest-based  bargaining 
can  also  be  a lot  of  work. 

“Instead  of  stomping  your  foot,  you  take  a lot  of  time  to 
listen  to  the  other  side,”  said  Lee.

The  World-Wide- Web  is  more  than  just 
a place  to  park  your  homepage  and  download 
pictures  of  your  Hollywood  sweetheart.  The 
following  sites  offer  free  help  on  research 
papers. 

They  are,  of  course,  to  be  used  as  aids 
only,  as  plagiarism  is  a crime. 

The  key  to  a good  paper  is  organization. 


which  is  precisely  what  the  first  site  helps 
you  to  do.  Located  on  the  web  at 
http://www.geocites.com/Athens/ora- 
cle/41 84/,  this  helper  directs  the  cyber-surfer 
to  other  sites  at  which  you  can  research  cur- 
rent events,  literary  works  and  history.  It 
even  links  you  to  an  online  dictionary  and 
provides  guidelines  to  MLA  citations,  a 
requirement  on  many  college  papers. 

Even  the  best  research  is  wasted  in  a 
poorly  written  paper,  which  is  why  students 
should  bookmark  www.nutsandbolts- 
guide.com. 

Like  the  address  says,  this  site  gives  nuts 
and  bolts  help  on  mechanics,  style,  structure, 
quoting,  citations  and  even  conclusions. 
Hosted  by  Washington  College,  it’s  a useful 


and  well-organized  site. 

Style  and  structure  will  only  go  so  far 
when  you  don’t  know  what  to  write  about! 
At  www.lib.odu.edu/research/idea/ideagen- 
erator.shtml  all  you  need  to  know  is  what 
class  you’re  in. 

Simply  click  a subject  field  and  the  gen- 
erator comes  up  with  enough  ideas  to  get  you 
started,  use  topics  directly  or  develop  them 
into  something  original. 

At  researchpaper.com,  the  helpless  pupil 
can  chat  with  other  students,  gaining  ideas 
and  guidance.  There  is  also  an  idea  directory, 
a writing  help  center,  and  an  eLibrary  track- 
er that  searches  for  articles  you  need  and 
delivers  them  to  your  e-mail  for  free.  As  an 
added  bonus,  the  ideas  in  the  directory  are 


linked  to  other  sites  at  which  they  can  be 
researched.

Phil  Vassar  a vocal  ‘mutt’;  Fiona  on  the  slow  side

Fiona  Apple 

When  the  Pawn.  . . 
Rating:  ***  1/2 

Upon  vaulting  into  stardom, 
Fiona  was  a typical  estranged 
teenager  with  a piano.  Now  she 
returns  with  a nice  follow-up  and  a 
silly  ninety-word  title. 

The  collection  starts  off  slow- 
ly, but  long  about  the  third  song 
(Limp)  you  may  find  yourself 
reluctantly  bobbing  your  head.  It's 
so  simple,  but  so  good.  There  is 
handy  piano  work  throughout  the 
album  and  subtle  violins  and  horns 


lend  depth,  and  perhaps,  purpose. 
Slower  moments  are  lyrically 
sound,  but  there  seem  to  be  too 
many  and  they  don’t  always  give 
much  of  a reason  to  listen  again. 

Forgive  me  for  jumping  on  the 
single,  but  "Fast  as  You  Can” 
kicked  me  in  the  hindquarters.

Renovation  of  practice  field  will 
bring  games  a little  closer  to  home

The  change  of  seasons  from 
winter  and  spring  will  bring  the 
idea  of  a new  stadium  into  reality. 

Over  the  next  few  months  the 
renovation  of  an  old  practice  field 
on  the  college  main  campus  will 
become  the  new  stadium  JJC  has 
needed  for  years. 

In  past  years,  JJC  has  rented 
Memorial  Stadium  on  Jefferson 
Street  in  Joliet  for  football  games. 
Prices  for  renting  the  stadium  were 
$1,000  per  day  game  and  $1,200 
per  night  game,  according  to  the 
athletic  department. 

Allocated  $168,000  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  build  the  sta- 
dium, JJC  will  be  making  as  many 
additions  as  money  will  allow. 
Some  of  the  first  additions  to  be 
made  will  be  new  goalposts,  a new 
scoreboard  and  bleachers  that  ini- 
tially will  be  able  to  hold  from  800 
to  1000  people  seated. 

One  of  the  main  concerns 
about  building  the  new  stadium 
has  been  how  much  support  the 
students  and  community  have 
given  the  team  in  recent  years.  The 
athletic  department  and  the  board

hope  the  new  on-campus  facility 
will  help  generate  more  enthusiasm 
for  the  footbll  team. 

The  hiring  of  new  Head  Coach 
Bob  MacDougall  should  help  the 
team  to  move  in  the  right  direction. 
The  athletic  department  and  board 
hope  that  winning  on  the  field  will 
translate  to  more  people  in  the 
stands. 

MacDougall,  56,  comes  to  JJC 
after  a successful  career  at  College 
of  Dupage.  During  a successful  2 1 - 
year  career  at  COD,  MacDougall 
had  a record  of  174-59,  fifth  best 
on  the  all-time  NJCAA  victory  list 
entering  last  season. 

JJC  finished  the  1999  season 
under  Coach  Matt  Kalb  with  a 5-5 
record.  In  his  first  year  as  head 
coach,  Kalb  led  the  Wolves  to  a 5- 
4 record  in  1998,  but  resigned  after 
the  1999  season,  saying  he  wanted 
to  gain  more  experience  at  the 


Division  I level. 

Another  way  students  will  be 
asked  to  become  involved  in  help- 
ing with  improvements  over  the 
next  few  years  will  be  through 
fund-raisers. 

The  stadium  should  become  a 
useful  event  center  for  many  events 
in  the  future.  When  possible,  grad- 
uation day  ceremonies  will  be  able 
to  be  held  outdoors. 

There  will  also  be  more  oppor- 
tunities for  carnivals  or  fairs  to  be 
held  to  bring  more  revenue  to  the 
school. 

Another  major  opportunity 
will  be  the  chance  of  new  sports 
being  added  at  JJC.  Soccer  would 
seem  to  have  the  greatest  chance  of 
joining  the  sports  program  at  JJC  in 
the  near  future.  Cristobal  Trillo,  a 
faculty  member  at  JJC,  currently 
coaches  a soccer  club  at  the  col- 
lege.

Holistic  Wellness  at  JJC  plans 
alcohol  awareness-related  relaxed 
activities  throughout  the  academic 
year.  According  to  Dilday,  many 
events  are  occurring  this  month  to 
spread  alcohol  awareness  to  all  JJC 
students. 

A Sobering  Stories  Display  is 
on  the  bridge,  and  will  be  on  dis- 
play until  the  end  of  the  month. 

“The  display  was  my  concept, 
but  now  has  been  sent  out  to  all 
Illinois  colleges  and  universities  to 
use,"  said  Dilday.  The  exhibition 
includes  real  life  pictures  and  sto- 
ries of  those  who  have  lost  their 
lives  in  alcohol-related  crashes. 

On  April  10  there  was  a virtu- 
al party  located  on  the  bridge,  with 
free  pizza  and  pop  for  students 


hosted  by  the  Peers  Promoting 
Wellness  club. 

The  PP'-N  used  the  McohoV 

1 0 1 program  at  the  party. 

“Alcohol  101  is  an  interactive 
computer  program,"  said  Dilday. 
“Students  get  a chance  to  answer 
alcohol-related  questions,  see 
video  and  leam  the  facts  about 
alcohol  consumption.” 

PPW  also  handed  out  key 
chains  and  information.  An 
Alcohol  Jeopardy  game  took  place 
that  day  as  well. 

April  14  will  bring  another 
party  to  the  bridge  at  JJC.  From  1 1 
p.m.  to  1 p.m„  PPW  will  sponsor 
this  Non-Alcoholic  Party.  There 
will  be  games,  food  and  music  on 
hand. 

The  biggest  event  of  the  day 


will  be  at  noon,  with  all  JJC  clubs 
and  organizations  invited  to  partic- 
ipate in  a non-alcoholic  drink 
Ccntest  with  students  and  staff  vot- 
ing on  the  best  drink.

Many  people  in  the  town  were 
poisoned  from  drinking  the  water, 
which  contained  high  levels  of  a 
toxic  chemical  called  hexavalent 
chromium.  PG&E  was  accused  of 
covering  up  the  pollution  of  the 
water  and  actually  told  the  resi- 
dents of  Hinckley  that  the  chromi- 
um in  the  water  was  good  for  them!

Student  service  fees  may  be 


Dear  Editor: 

Do  you  know  where  your 
money  goes  after  you  pay  for  your 
classes  each  semester?  You  may 
think  you  do  just  as  I thought  I did, 
but  I had  no  idea  how  athletic- 
based  our  budget  is  at  Joliet  Junior 
College  until  I heard  some  astound- 
ing numbers  and  decided  to  do 
some  research  of  my  own. 

JJC  has  10,516  students  this 
semester  and  of  those  1 0,5 1 6,  there 
are  only  172  athletes.  Each  student 
pays  $54  per  credit  hour  total.  $44 
is  the  base  tuition  amount.  In  addi- 
tion to  that  amount,  there  is  a $3 
course  fee  which  goes  toward  the 
class  itself,  a $4  technology  fee 
which  goes  toward  the  funding  of 
the  internet  and  e-mail  services 
provided  at  JJC  and  each  student 
also  pays  a $3  student  service  fee 
which  goes  toward  the  funding  of 
the  theater.  Blazer,  Wordeater,  stu- 
dent clubs,  livestock  judging,  the 
child  care  center,  the  athletic 
department  and  several  other  activ- 
ities and  student  services. 

The  $3  student  service  fee  is 
what  I am  most  concerned  about.  1 
feel  that  as  a student  of  JJC,  I am 
not  given  as  much,  financially,  as  a 
student  who  is  part  of  the  athletic 


department.  The  budget  is  not 
being  distributed  evenly  or  fairly.  I 
received  a copy  of  the  1999-2000 
budget  from  the  Student  Services 
Department.  They  are  allowed  a 
total  budget  of  $656,844.  The  bud- 
get is  broken  down  into  four  cate- 
gories: cultural  series,  student 
organizations,  childcare  center  and 
athletics.  Cultural  series  includes1 
the  theater,  musical  ensemble, 
forensics,  Wordeeater,  Blazer,  the- 
ater subscriptions  and  college  bowl 
is  budgeted  $66,913.  The  student 
organizations  consist  of  livestock 
judging,  student  clubs  and  gospel 
chorus,  which  are  supplied  with 
$119,205.  The  childcare  center  is 
granted  $98,888.  The  athletic 
department  is  given  the  largest 
amount  of  the  student  service 
money.  They  are  given  $371,838 
and  keep  in  mind  they  have  the 
least  amount  of  people  active  - 
only  172  students. 

Okay,  so  the  budget  is  not  dis- 
tributed evenly.  1 am  having  a hard 
time  accepting  the  fact  that  the  ath- 
letic department  gets  a majority  of 
the  money,  but  I am  also  concerned 
that  the  budget  is  biased  within  the 
athletic  department.  Males’  sports 
receive  $96,470  (26  percent  of  the 


athletic  department  budget)  and 
females’  sports  receive  $55,049  ( 1 5 
percent  of  the  department's  bud- 
get), that  equals  a difference  of 
$41,421.  This  shows  that  female 
sports  are  not  worthy  of  as  much 
money  as  male  sports.  This  also 
emphasizes  the  fact  that  JJC  has 
made  many  budgeting  mistakes, 
which  could  turn  into  big  prob- 
lems, not  only  within  the  school, 
but  also  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment, if  not  handled.  In  1972, 
Congress  passed  a wonderful  piece 
of  legislation  that  protects  women 
from  being  discriminated  against  in 
federally  funded  education,  includ- 
ing athletics.  This  piece  of  legisla- 
tion is  known  as  Title  IX.  Most 
schools  who  receive  federal  fund- 
ing aren’t  compliant  with  Title  IX, 
yet  no  school  has  ever  lost  any  of 
the  federal  assistance.  So,  what  is 
the  benefit  of  this  law  when  it  is  not 
being  followed  and  enforced? 

I see  many  problems  with  hav- 
ing thier  budget  set  up  the  way  it  is. 
Dr.  Hauwiller,  director  of  research 
and  planning  feels  that  “the  budget 
should  be  set  up  in  such  a way  that 
the  majority  of  the  student  body 
will  benefit  from  it.”  As  I study  my 
numbers  and  the  budget,  I come  to

the  conclusion  that  this  isn’t  hap- 
pening. A majority  of  the  students 
are  sharing  a small  amount  of 
money  when  a small  number  of 
students  are  benefiting  from  over 
half  the  budget.  Dr.  Hauwiller 
thinks  the  money  at  JJC  should  be 
used  in  a manner  that  will  make 
students  feel  they  are  connected  to 
JJC,  even  when  they  leave  this 
school.  The  way  the  budget  is  set 
up,  the  athletes  are  the  only  ones 
who  will  walk  away  from  JJC  with 
a feeling  of  being  somehow  con- 
nected. 

When  I was  asking  how  stu- 
dents felt  about  this  budget,  I had  a 
male  basketball-playing  student 
tell  me  that  athletics  are  the  most 
important  because  they  are  sup- 
ported more  by  the  surrounding 
communities  then  any  other  extra- 
curricular activity.  I would  like  to 
argue  that  the  theater  department  at 
JJC,  for  example,  is  supported  just 
as  much  by  the  community  as  the 
athletic  department.  In  fact,  there 
are  more  people  at  any  given  play 
performance  than  there  are  at  any 
football  or  basketball  game.  If  that 
is  the  case,  that  athletics  are  the 
most  important  to  JJC,  then  why  is 
it  called  a “junior  college”  or 
"transfer  college?”  Each  extra  cur- 
ricular activity  should  be  valued 
equally  because  they  are  of  equal 
value  to  the  individual  student. 
This  is  best  illustrated  by  saying 
that  athletics  is  to  an  athlete  as  act- 
ing is  to  a performer  or  academics 
is  to  a scholar  as  livestock  judging 
is  to  an  agriculturist.  How  can  one 
individual  put  a higher  value  on 
one  activity  over  another? 

Jn  a survey  that  1 conducted 
over  the  past  few  weeks.  I learned 
where  the  students  really  want  their 
$3  student  services  fee  to  go.  I sur- 
veyed a wide  variety  of  students  at 
JJC.  both  men  and  women  younger 
than  25  and  over  25.  Their  com- 
ments weren't  different  at  all.  1 
asked  the  people  surveyed  to  list 
three  places  they  would  like  to  see 
their  money  going  to  support.  The 


top  three  places  were  the  childcare 
center,  theater  and  parking  facili- 
ties and  campus  police.  The  child- 
care center  so  parents  can  leave 
their  children  somewhere  ere  they 
will  feel  safe  while  they  continue 
their  education.  The  second  place 
was  the  theater  so  that  our  school 
can  put  on  more  productions 
through  out  the  year.  The  third  sug- 
gestion was  that  more  money  goes 
toward  the  parking  facilities  and 
campus  police  because  when  peo- 
ple leave  after  a late  night  class, 
there  aren’t  any  police  around  and 
the  parking  lots  aren’t  well  lit  and 
they  don’t  feel  safe  and  secure. 
Some  students  would  like  to  see 
more  money  going  toward  the 
tutoring  department  or  the  cafete- 
ria, but  only  a minority  of  students 
would  like  to  see  their  money  sup- 
port the  athletic  department. 
Wouldn’t  it  be  nice  to  know  that 
our  money  is  being  used  in  a man- 
ner that  more  students  would  bene- 
fit from  it? 

It  is  important  to  fully  under- 
stand a problem  before  you  can 
make  any  possible  suggestions  as 
to  how  to  fix  it.  So.  now  that  we 
fully  understand  that  there  are 
problems  with  the  budget,  we  can 
touch  upon  some  things  that  we,  as 
students,  can  do.  First  of  all,  each 
student  needs  to  voice  their  opinion 
and  stand  up  for  what  they  believe 
in.  Miss  Pryga,  sociology  teacher 
states,  “It  does  not  matter  what 
they  outcome  or  consequences  are, 
it  is  the  fact  that  you  are’ standing 
up  for  what  you  believe  in.”  In 
other  words,  it  does  not  matter  if 
one  voices  their  opinion  and  it 
makes  a difference  or  not,  it  is 
more  important  that  the  person 
stood  up  for  their  personal  feelings. 
President  J.D  Ross  could  like  to  see 
more  students  voicing  their  opin- 
ions so  proper  changes  can  be 
made.

Local  vegans  advocate  compassionate  cooking

Stephen  Higgins  pushed  the 
restaurant’s  heavy  door  shut  and 
made  his  way  into  the  crowded 
room.  On  the  way  to  meet  his 
friend  at  a comer  table  in  the  back, 
Stephen  took  no  notice  to  the  odors 
of  eggs  that  filled  his  nose  as  wait- 
resses whisked  by  with  them.  He 
didn't  stop  to  picture  the  battery 
hens  that  produced  those  eggs,  liv- 
ing for  months  in  cages  so  small 
that  they  could  barely  open  their 
wings,  and  how  the  upper  mandible 
of  their  tiny  beaks  was  probably 
seared  off  to  prevent  stress-induced 
violence. 

He  walked  on,  and  looked  past 
the  girl  with  the  pretty  iridescent 
eye  shadow;  he  knew  that  dragon- 
flies and  other  bugs  had  probably 
lost  their  wings  to  be  crushed  and 
added  to  her  makeup.  He  walked 

Just  before  he  got  to  his  seat,  a 
man  nearby  dropped  his  coat. 
Higgins  picked  it  up  for  him,  and 
recognized  the  texture  of  wool  on 
his  skin.  He  smiled  as  he  handed 
the  man  his  coat.  He  didn’t  tell  him 
about  the  Merino  sheep  that  were 
scientifically  bred  to  produce  an 


overload  of  wool  to  make  it.  So 
much  wool,  in  fact,  that  most  of  the 
sheep  probably  died  from  heat 
exhaustion  on  behalf  of  the  amount 
of  wool  on  their  backs,  totaling 
almost  half  their  body  weight. 
Higgins  just  kindly  answered, 
“You’re  welcome,”  when  the  man 
thanked  him,  and  sat  down  with  his 
friend. 

In  everyday  situations,  like 
heading  to  a table  at  a restaurant, 
most  of  us  probably  aren’t  thinking 
of  battery  hens  and  sweaty  Merino 
sheep;  maybe  Stephen  Higgins 
isn’t  either.  Those  issues  had  to 
have  crossed  his  mind  at  some 
point,  though.  This  Joliet  Junior 
College  student  has  chosen  to 
become  a part  of  a continuously 
evolving  movement,  a “set  of  ideas 
and  practices  that  revolve  around 
humans  being  independent  from 
animals,”  as  Stephen  defines  it, 
known  as  veganism.  For  those  that 
commit  to  it,  veganism  is  not  only 
a constant  effort,  but  also  a way  of 
life. 

This  lifestyle  is  further  defined 
in  The  Vegan  Sourcebook,  by 
JoAnne  Stepaniak,  M.S.E.D.,  in 
accordance  to  terms  set  by  The 


American  Vegan  Society: 
“Veganism  means  living  solely  on 
the  products  of  the  plant  kingdom, 
to  the  exclusion  of  flesh,  fish,  fowl, 
animal  milk,  and  all  dairy  products 
(cheese,  butter,  yogurt,  etc.),  eggs, 
honey,  and  all  other  foods  of  ani- 
mal origin.”  The  book  goes  on  to 
say  that  vegans  do  not  use  animal 
products  such  as  fur,  wool,  leather, 
and  silk  for  clothing.  They  should 
also  avoid  animal  secretions  like 
oil  for  cosmetics,  toiletries,  and 
household  goods.  All  this  pertains 
to  every  aspect  of  a vegan’s  daily 
life. 

Obviously,  definitions  for  the 
term  vegan  vary,  as  veganism  is  a 
personal  way  of  life,  aside  from 
general  boundaries.  Bob  Richards, 
a Joliet  vegan  for  two  years  and  a 
vegetarian  for  five,  sees  veganism 
as  more  of  a practice. 

“No  one  can  be  completely 
vegan,”  he  states,  “Unless  you  live 
on  a farm  and  grow  your  own  food, 
you’re  not  completely  vegan.” 
Both  Higgins  and  Richards  agree 
that  living  in  this  area  means  you 
have  to  rely  on  someone  else  for  at 
least  some  of  your  food,  which 
makes  veganism  a practice. 


“You  have  to  do  your  best 
under  the  circumstances,”  Richards 
says. 

Higgins  agrees  to  that;  he 
motions  to  store-  bought  apples  on 
his  counter  that  grew  on  trees  prob- 
ably fertilized  with  animal  manure. 

Higgins  is  often  reminded  that . 
veganism  is  not  easy.  “Ninety-nine 
percent  of  situations  are  non- 
vegan," he  says,  “Whether  it’s 
‘Hey,  let’s  go  fishing,’  or  whatev- 
er.” He  laughs  about  a situation 
that  wasn’t  exactly  vegan  friendly: 

"There  I was  on  Thanksgiving, 
everyone  was  all,  ‘It’s  Turkey 
Day!’  and  I’m  sitting  at  the  table 
with  my  little  Tofurkey.  That  whole 
day,  all  my  aunts  and  uncles  were 
like  ‘What  do  you  eat?'  and  ‘Why 
are  you  doing  that?'  That  sucked." 

So  we  wonder,  what’s  the 
point?  Why  go  vegan? 

By  eating  plant-based  foods 
like  beans,  nuts,  seeds,  grains, 
fruits,  and  vegetables,  veganism  is 
a healthy  diet.  Higgins  says,  “It  is  a 
natural  way  to  avoid  obesity,  no 
diet  pills  or  chemicals,  no  high 
cholesterol.  Sometimes  people 
with  a family  history  of  cancer  go 
vegan.  That  way,  they  ingest  more 
antioxidants,  which  are  cleansing 
nutrients  found  in  plant  food." 

However,  there  is  some  con- 
cern for  a vegan’s  nutrient  intake, 
of  lack  thereof.  It  is  common  for  a 
vegan  diet  to  lack  four  nutrients: 
calcium.  Zinc,  and  vitamins  B12 


and  D.  Making  a point  to  eat  foods 
rich  in  these  nutrients,  along  with  a 
vitamin  B12  supplement  is  advis- 
able. With  this  in  mind,  Bob  is 
reassured  that  a vegan  can  stay  per- 
fectly healthy. 

"You  just  need  to  know  what 
you  should  be  eating,”  he  says,  and 
he  moves  on  to  his  second  reason 
for  becoming  vegan:  “Animal 
exploitation;  it  doesn’t  feel  right.” 
Abhorrence  of  animal  cruelty 
remains  the  primary  reason  people 
become  vegetarian  as  well  as 
vegan.  The  meat-free  diet  of  vege- 
tarian lifestyles  spares  animals,  but 
veganism  takes  it  one  step  further. 
$y  abstaining  from  the  use  of  ani- 
mal products  all  together,  vegans 
aren’t  a part  of  the  processes  in 
which  animals  are  raised  for  prod- 
ucts. They  don’t  drink  milk,  so 
fewer  cows  undergo  yearly  artifi- 
cial insemination;  constant  preg- 
nancy ensures  continual  lactation.  • 
They  don’t  buy  silk,  so  fewer  silk- 
worms die  from  beihg  boiled  in 
their  own  cocoons. 

Most  vegans  don’t  partake  in 
the  animal  industry  because  they 
disagree  with  how  animals  are 
raised;  they  see  animals  as  equals 
to  human  beings.  Catherine 
Nimmo  sheds  light  on  this  issue  in 
Ahimsa,  an  editorial  put  out  by  the 
American  Vegan  Society.  She 
states,  “Veganism  is  a practical 
expression  of  the  Oneness  of  all 
life.”

King  to  coach  All-star  team  in  Tokoyo

Wayne  King,  the  head  baseball 
coach  at  Joliet  Junior  College,  has 
been  named  as  an  assistant  coach 
for  a United  States  Junior  College 
All-Star  team  which  will  play  in 
Tokyo,  Japan,  this  June  28-July  2. 
King,  42,  is  the  winningest  baseball 
coach  in  Joliet  JC  history  with  437 
wins  entering  his  14th  season  as  the 
school’s  coach. 

Mike  Easom,  the  head  baseball 
coach  at  Indian  River  Community 
College  in  Fort  Pierce,  Fla.,  will  be 
the  USA  All-Stars’  manager.  King 
and  Chris  Rupp,  the  head  coach  at 
San  Jacinto  College  in  Pasadena, 
Tex.,  are  the  assistant  coaches. 

“This  is  quite  an  honor.  It  is 
always  a privilege  and  honor  to 
represent  the  United  States  of 
America,  regardless  of  what  the 
venue  might  be,”  said  King,  Joliet 
JC's  director  of  athletics  the  last 
five  years. 

“There  was  some  talk  at  the 
annual  American  Baseball  Coaches 
Association  Convention  in 
Chicago  in  early  January  that  I 
might  be  picked  as  one  of  the  assis-

tant  coaches  for  the  team. 

There  was  some  inclination 
among  various  coaches  that  I 
would  be  chosen  as  a coach  for  the 
team  going  to  Japan.  Again,  I feel 
honored  and  I am  looking  forward 
to  what  the  trip  to  Japan  will 
bring.” 

According  to  King,  the  USA 
Junior  College  All-Stars  will  field  a 
25-man  team,  comprised  of  stu- 
dent-athletes from  Division  I,  II 


and  III  junior  colleges.  The  squad 
will  be  chosen  in  June  as  the  team 
will  then  meet  in  Houston,  Tex.,  on 
June  22  before  leaving  for  Japan  on 
the  24th. 

"Once  the  team  is  picked,  we 
plan  to  play  some  games  in  Texas 
before  leaving  for  Japan.  As  of 
right  now  anyway,  it  looks  like  we 
will  play  five  games  in  Japan." 

Tony  Pasch,  an  NJCAA  All- 
America  right-handed  pitcher  on 
the  Wolves’  national  championship 
squad,  pitched  for  a junior  college 
All-Star  team  which  hosted  a Japan 
team  in  the  summer  of  1994  in 
Colorado. 

“The  entire  experience  of  trav- 
eling to  Japan,  spending  time  there 
and  meeting  new  people  is  some- 
thing I am  sure  that  1 will  never 
forget,”  King  said. 

Coach  King  has  led  the 
Wolves  to  national  prominence 
during  his  initial  13  years  as  base- 
ball coach  at  the  nation’s  oldest 
junior  college  (established  in 
1901).

That  1994  national  championship 
team  finished  46-11,  the  best-ever 
record  in  Joliet  Junior  College 
baseball  history. 

Joliet  Junior  College  placed 
second  at  the  1995  NJCAA 
Division  III  World  Series  in 
Batavia,  N.Y.,  and  was  third  in 
1997. 

King,  a star  catcher  at  Ohio 
University  in  Athens,  Ohio,  where 
he  earned  All-Conference  honors 
in  the  Mid-American  Conference, 
has  coached  16  All-America  play- 
while  at  Joliet  Junior  College.

New  contract  agreement  reached

On  Wednesday,  April  16,  JJC’s 
Boafd  of  Trustees  ratified  a three- 
year  contract  with  the  college’s 
faculty  union  during  its  monthly 
board  meeting. 

Before  casting  their  ratifica- 
tion, the  Trustees  were  briefed  on 
the  terms  of  the  contract  by  JJC 
President.  J.D.  Ross,  as  well  as  sev-

eral  administrators  that  made  up 
the  college’s  negotiating  team. 

The  faculty  will  see  an  overall 
5.5  percent  increase  in  wages  and 
benefits  each  year  over  the  course 
of  the  contract,  although  individual 
salary  increases  will  vary  for  each 
faculty  member.  It  will  primarily 
be  based  on  the  number  of  years 
the  faculty  member  has  acquired 
within  the  college. 

Ross  stated  in  an  April  17 
press  release,  “This  contract  veri- 


w faculty  contract. 


significant  stress  on  the  college's 
budget. 

Perhaps,  the  most  satisfying 
part  of  the  contract  for  both  sides, 
is  the  way  the  agreement  was 
reached.  The  two  parties  reached 
agreement  using  the  negotiating 
strategy  known  as  Interest  Based 
Bargaining  (IBB)  under  the  guid- 
ance and  training  of  the  Federal 
Negotiation  and  Conciliation 
Service.  IBB  allows  both  parties  to

College  Bowl  takes  first  place  in  state

Joliet  Junior  College  recently 
took  first  place  in  the  2000  College 
Bowl  Spring  Tournament.  Team 
members  included  Michael 
Fletcher,  Nick  Rakes  (captain),  and 
newcomer  Michael  Hainzinger.

The  local  tournament  was  held 


at  Moraine  Valley  Community 
College  on  March  24.  JJC  had  to 
conquer  Prairie  State  and  Moraine 
Valley  Community  Colleges  to 
take  first  place,  followed  by 


Moraine  in  second. 

Yarrow  seemed  especially 
impressed  with  Heinzinger’s  per- 
formance. “He’s  a strong  competi- 
tor. He  answered  many  questions," 
said  Yarrow. 

Results  were  excellent.  JJC 
greatly  surpassed  the  scores  of  the 
opposing  teams.  The  team  was 
awarded  first  place  with  an  out- 
standing score  of  1,005  points  and 
a record  of  5-0. 

Rend  lake  claimed  second 
place  with  565  points  and  a record 
of  4-1.  closely  following  Rend 
Lake's  score  was  Illinois  Central 
with  a total  of  515  points. 

In  addition  to  JJC's  victory. 
Rakes  and  Heinzinger  were  chosen 
as  members  of  the  state  finals  all- 
star  team.  This  team  consists  of  the 
five  players  who  scored  the  most 
points  in  toss-up  questions.  Yarrow 
was  very  happy  for  these  two  stu- 
dents. He  said  that  it  was  an  honor 
for  Heinzinger  to  be  chosen,  as  this 
is  his  first  year  as  a competitor.

Journalists’  validation  conies  from  within

Another  year  is  coming  to  a 
close  at  the  Blazer,  so  it’s  time  for 
me  to  address  you  one  more  time 
before  we  all  head  off  to  beaches, 
baseball  games  and  picnics  with 
people  we  seem  to  appreciate  much 
more  when  we  don’t  have  four 
walls  blocking  our  escape. 

As  the  adviser  to  the  newspa- 
per for  the  past  three  years,  this 
final  column  has  become  my  own 
little  tradition.  At  first  l resisted  the 
idea— this  is,  after  all,  the  student 
newspaper,  not  the  adviser's  news- 
paper— but  1 have  found  that  the 
annual  column  gives  me  an  oppor- 
tunity to  not  only  reflect  on  a year 
gone  by,  but  to  also  recognize  some 
of  the  people  who  have  worked  so 
hard  to  bring  this  publication  to 
you. 

Putting  together  a newspaper 
is  difficult,  often  tedious,  work  that 
in  many  ways  is  thankless.  When 
you  do  a good  job,  few  people  take 
the  time  to  remark  upon  your 
achievement.  That’s  human  nature. 
When  you  do  a bad  job,  not  only  do 
you  know  it,  but  people  often  feel 


it’s  their  duty  to  remind  you  of  it. 
Again,  human  nature. 

As  an  editor  and  reporter  and 
journalism  educator  for  the  past  20 
years,  1 have  had  to  learn  that  les- 
son on  the  job.  As  a result,  I have 
developed  that  hard,  barnacled 
edge  that  you  need  to  survive  as  a 
journalist.  As  a working  journalist, 

I have  learned  to  take  joy  in  my 
own  achievements,  even  if  I am  the 
only  one  who  recognizes  them  at 
any  given  moment.  But  young 
journalists  still  have  that  lesson  lo 
learn,  and  that  is  what  I want  to  talk 
about  today. 

The  students  who  work  so 
very  hard  to  produce  this  publica- 
tion every  year  often  remark  that 
they  rarely  receive  feedback. 
"Nobody  cares  about  what  we  do," 
they’ll  say.  “Nobody  reads  the 
newspaper,  anyway."  One  of  my 
roles  is  to  try  to  convince  them  that 
what  they  do  is  important,  that  peo- 
ple do  read  the  Blazer,  that  what 
they  do  does  make  a difference  on 
campus.  Sometimes  I’m  success- 
ful; sometimes  I’m  not.  1 can’t 
expect  them  to  simply  take  my 
word  for  something  that  took  me 
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years  to  learn  as  a professional.  But 
I try.  It’s  part  of  my  job. 

It’s  difficult  for  students  who 
are  struggling  to  keep  up  in  class 
while  working  on  the  side  to  pay 
for  their  education  to  see  the 
importance  of  writing  a story  about 
a new  faculty  contract  or  an 
upcoming  college  fair.  When  no 
one  overtly  responds  to  a story,  that 
feeling  is  reinforced.  Writers  and 
editors  for  school  newspapers — 
any  newspaper — often  find  them- 
selves wondering  if  they  do, 
indeed,  make  a difference.  The 
answer  is  a resounding  YES. 

That  difference  may  not  be 
realized  in  a daily  pat  on  the  back 
or  an  "attaboy"  every . time  the  - 
newspaper  hits  the  stands.  It  may 
not  be  realized  in  a flood  of  letters 
to  the  editor  supporting  or  criticiz- 
ing the  newspaper's  efforts  to 
enlighten.  It  may  not  even  be  real- 
ized in  a knowing  nod  from  the 
adviser,  who  can  sometimes  retreat: 
into  his  life  too  far  to  see  that  a 
knowing  nod  can  go  a long  way. 
But  the  evidence  is  there: 

When  the  halls  are  crowded 
during  a job  fair — evidence,  when 
students  turn  out  for  a student  gov- 
ernment election— evidence;  when 
an  administrator  nods  in  recogni- 
tion in  the  hallway — evidence; 
when  you  walk  down  the  hall  and 
see  newspapers  opened  and  lying 
flat  on  tables — evidence;  when 
people  get  mad  because  their  story 
did  not  run — evidence;  when  peo- 
ple get  mad  because  their  story 
did — evidence. 

' But  the  real  evidence,  the  evi- 
dence that  takes  you  from  story  to 
story  and  issue  to  issue,  is  not 


found  in  the  external  world.  It  is 
found  within.  Trite  as  it  may  sound, 
the  journalist  must  look  first  to  her 
or  himself  for  affirmation.  Have  I 
done  my  best  on  this  story?  Have  I 
provided  information  that  is  valu- 
able or  entertaining  or  educational 
to  the  reader?  Have  1 served  my 
readers,  whether  there  are  two  of 
them  or  10,000  of  them?  As  a jour- 
nalist. if  you  can  answer  those 
questions  with  another  resounding 
YES.  you  have  done  your  job,  and 
you  can  go  to  sleep  that  night 
knowing  that  you  have  contributed 
your  fair  share.  The  rest,  the  back- 
slaps  and  awards  and  "attaboys,” 
are  nothing  but  the  sweets  that  fol- 
low the  meal.  A temporary  joy  to 
the  palate,  but  not  all  that  nourish- 
ing. 

With  that  in  mind,  I want  to 
recognize  some  of  the  key  staff 
members  who  made  this  year’s 
publication  possible,  some  of 
whom  may  wonder  at  times  if  their 
efforts  were  appreciated.  First,  I'd 
like  to  commend  co-editors 
Stephanie  Busbey  and  Natalie  Mau 
for  taking  on  the  responsibility  of 
putting  out  a tri-weekly  newspaper. 
Stephanie,  who  is  not  even  a jour- 
nalism major,  and  Natalie,  who 
came  in  at  mid-year  and  injected 
new  life  into  the  publication,  put  in 
long  hours  and  sacrificed  much  of 
their  off-time  to  make  the  newspa- 
per a success.  Both  will  head  to 
new  schools  in  the  fall  to  complete 
their  degrees,  and  I wish  them  the 
luck  I doubt  they’ll  need. 

Others  who  are  leaving  us  are 
Mark  Malone,  our  award-winning 
layout  artist  and  sports  writer;  Matt 
Furlane,  who  does  our  web  page 


and  has  taken  over  for  Mark  as  the 
new  layout  man;  and  Nikki 
Sherdan,  who  took  over  as  sports 
editor  in  January  even  though  she 
had  never  written  sports.  They  will 
be  missed.  (Matt  may  return  in  the 
fall,  but  his  return  is  not  a certain- 
ty) 

Lorraine  Guerrero  deserves 
kudos  for  her  work  as  advertising 
manager  and  writer.  She  should  be 
back  in  the  fall,  as  should  writers 
Amy  Lakeberg,  Michelle  Tarrant 
and  Kaylee  Van  Hoose.  All  were 
valuable  members  of  the  staff  this 
year,  and  should  step  into  larger 
roles  in  the  fall.

A Faculty  Development 
Committee  will  also  be  established 
as  a result  of  the  agreement  and  all 
new  faculty  will  go  through  a man- 
dated, extensive  faculty  orientation 
program.

"When  other  kids  were  emu- 
lating artists,  I was  doing  stuff  in 
between,”  said  David  L Enway.

Enway  had  his  first  job  in 
radio  at  the  age  of  17  at  KXXK, 
"Kickin  Country"  in  Chickisha, 
Oklahoma.  "At  a party  I did  imita- 
tions of  commercials,  [the  manager 
of  KXXK]  heard  me  and  said  you 
should  come  down  [to  the  station.) 
The  rest  was  history,"  said  Enway. 

After  spending  some  time  in 
the  Army  and  playing  music  across 
the  country,  he  got  out  of  the  ser- 
vice and  started  DJ’ing  in  night 
clubs  from  Biloxi.  Miss.,  New 
Orleans,  to  Nashville,  playing 
again  in  New  Orleans,  and  finally 
he  came  to  the  Chicagoland  area. 
He  has  played  here  for  1 3 years  in 
the  Mobile  Nightclub. 

In  1996  Enway  attended  Joliet 
Junior  College  and  it  was  while  he 
was  here  that  he  attended  one  of 
the  job  fairs.  At  the  job  fair  he 
stopped  at  the  98.3  WCCQ  (a 
county  station)  display  and  talked 
to  Roy  Gregory  the  General 
Manager.  Enway  left  a resume  with 
Gregor  and  sent  him  a tape  of  his 


work  a week  later.  Within  a month 
Gregory  had  called  him  back  aboqj 
a position. 

"My  first  position  was  a week- 
end engineer.  On  weekends  every- 
thing is  recorded  I just  ran  the  com- 
mercials and  the  weather,"  said 
Enway.  As  time  went  on  the  station 
gave  him  a key  to  the  office  where 
he  became  familiar  with  the  equip- 
ment, and  started  to  make  his  own 
commercials.  Now  Enway  is  the 
Production  Manager  doing  about 
10-20  commercials  a week.  "I 
spend  about  half  my  work  day  on 
commercials  and  half  as  a jockey," 
said  Enway. 

While  attending  college, 
Enway  said  several  classes  helped 
him  with  the  commercials  he's 
doing  now.  "I  attended  Morraine 
Valley  Community  College  I took 
my  first  English  class  and  intro  to 
acting.  The  intro  to  acting  helped 
for  scripts  on  commercials,  vocals 
and  warm  ups,  “ said  Enway.  He 
also  gives  credit  to  an  English  class 
he  took  at  JJC  with  Denise  Curry. 
After  taking  her  class,  Enway  says, 
he  now  finds  run  on  sentences  and 
fragments  in  scripts  he  gets.

Perhaps  TV 
wrestling  is  to  blame,  with  its  300- 
pound  men,  each  with  some  sort  of 
twisted  story  about  why  they're 
wrestling,  its  pyrotechnics  and  all 
around  Vegas-style  showiness.  I’d 
walk  in  expecting  muscle-bound 
men,  grabbing  microphones  and 
screaming  catch  phrases:  I'd  walk 
out  with  images  of  skinny,  pale 
guy-next-door  types,  with  no 
charisma  and  very  little  skill. 

The  debut  of  SDCW  made  me 
re-think  my  notions  of  independent 
wrestling,  however.

"The  Wall  Live:  Is  There 
Anybody  Out  There?  "

So  you... thought  you... might 
like  to...  go  to  the  show.  Well,  you 
can’t.  However,  you  can  now  pick 
up  a live  recording.  It  sounds  a 
great  deal  better  than  the  bootlegs 
that  have  been  in  circulation  for  20 
years,  but  it  won’t  lend  much  to  the 
legacy  of  The  Wall. 


The  album  changed  the  way 
that  many  people  viewed  rock  and 
roll.  It  is  a haunting,  imaginative 
story  and  an  extraordinary  live 
spectacle  (although  the  accompa- 
nying book  does  not  do  it  justice). 
Chances  are,  you  are  familiar  with 
the  power  of  the  studio  material,  so 
it  would  be  useful  to  discuss  the 
problems  with  live  translation. 

Most  of  the  vocals  and  some 
of  the  guitar  work  are  just  plain 
unenthusiastic.  Guitarist  Dave 
Glimour  seems  to  be  tinkering  with 
notes  while  Richard  Wright  lends

As  of  late,  misconduct  in  the 
NHL  has  finally  had  to  involve  the 
law.  Marty  McSorley  of  the  Boston

Canuck’s  Donald  Brashear  in  the 
head  with  his  stick  causing  him  to 
fall  to  the  ice,  unconscious,  with  a 
concussion.  Vancouver  police 
arrested  McSorley  and  he  is  sched- 
uled for  trial  on  Oct.  2 for  assault 
with  a weapon.

Hopefully  this  one  incident 
will  finally  open  eyes  and  make  all 
the  loyalists  finally  come  to  their 
senses  and  stop  solving  the  prob- 
lems in-house.

Friend  remembers 
positive  impact  Tom. 
Henney  had  on  her  life 
and  lives  of  others

Tom  Henney  will  always  be 
remembered  for  his  sense  of 
humor,  advice  and  most  of  all.  his 
kindness  and  friendship  toward 
others.  The  19-year-old  JJC  student 
was  killed  in  a car  accident  Sept.  8, 
only  five  minutes  from  his  home  in 
Manhattan. 

Henney  was  bom  in  Hinsdale 
and  lived  in  Chicago  until  moving 
to  the  area  four  years  ago.  The 
freshman  was  enrolled  in  several 
welding  classes  at  JJC  and  was 
attempting  to  receive  his  GED. 

A close  friend  of  his.  18-year- 
old  Trisha  Cogan.  recalled  her  first 
encounter  with  Hinney  during  her 
freshman  year  at  Lincoln-Way 
High  School.  “I  remember  that  I 


thought  he  was 
weird  looking 
because  he  had 
long  blonde 
hair  and  black 
nail  polish  on." 
she  said.  ‘I 
hoped  he 
wouldn't  talk 
to  me  and  then 
one  day  he  was 
looking  at 
some  of  my 
papers  in 
English  class 
and  we  started 
to  talk.  I’m 
glad  we  did." 

According 
to  Cogan. 

Henney  always 
had  carefree  and  lighthearted  traits. 

"Tom  had  the  kind  of  person- 
ality of  whatever  happens,  hap- 
pens." she  said. 

Cogan  also  stated  that  Henney 
would  always  help  friends  who 
needed  a hand  and  was  always 


around  to 
offer  some- 
one a piece 
of  advice.

JJC  approves  budget; 
tax  rate  stays  steady

JJC's  Board  of  Trustees 
recently  approved  the  college's 
operating  budget  for  fiscal  year 
2001.  The  $38  5 million  budget 
for  2001  represents  a 4.1  percent 
increase  over  the  revised  2000  bud- 
get. The  Board  of  Trustees  has 
passed  a balanced  operating  budget 
28  consecutive  years. 

According  to  a recent  press 
release,  this  year's  tax  rate  in  the 
JJC  district  is  projected  to  be  22.47 
cenis  per  SI 00  of  "equalized 
assessed  valuation."  There  was  lit- 
tle change  from  last  year. 

"This  budget  was  developed 
through  a process  that  was  more 
inclusive  and  participatory  than 
any  previous  budget  in  the  26  years 
I have  been  at  the  college,"  stated 
JJC  President  J.D.  Ross  in  a recent 
press  release.  "It  is  a testimony  to 
the  vision  of  the  college’s  three 
vice-presidents  for  developing  this 
process  and  creating  this  budget  in 
a manner  which  draws  input  of  so 
many  throughout  the  college." 

JJC's  $20,314,987  proposed 
tax  levy  is  6.7  percent  higher  than 
the  ta.xes.that  were  collected  by  the 
college  this  past  year  for  its  operat- 
ing and  special  purpose  funds. 
However,  the  tax  increase  does  not 
mean  the  taxpayer's  pay  ments  will

be  significantly  affected. 

Also,  the  increased  money 
collected  by  the  college  is  based  on 
the  district's  anticipated  revenues 
from  new  commercial  and  residen- 
tial construction. 

The  press  release  explains  that 
for  the  owner  of  a house  with  a 
market  value  of  $150,000.  the  esti- 
mated amount  of  taxes  paid  to  the 
college  is  S 1 1 2.35.  compared  to  the 
current  rate  of  SI  10.10. 

"We  are  very  fortunate. that  our 
district  is  one  of  the  fastest  grow- 
ing in  the  Illinois  because  our  tax 
levy  is  directly  related  tQ  that 
growth. 

We  have  been  able  to  steadily 
grow  the  budget  over  the  past  few 
years  without  having  to  ask  taxpay- 
ers to  bear  the  brunt  of  that  cost," 
said  JJC  Controller  Judy  Munroe.

The  music  industry  is  convuls- 
ing w ith  fear  that  Napster  allows 
users  to  "steal"  songs  and  cut  into 
corporate  and  artist  royalties, 
(despite  contrary  figures  of  CD 
sales). 

Since  April  the  Recording 
Industry  Association  of  America 
(RIAA)  and  Metallica  have  both 
sued  Napster. 

The  RIAA  has  sought  to  have 
the  company  shut  down  and  a final 
court  decision  will  come  in 
October. 

Mettalica  band  member  Lars 
Ulrich  stormed  into  the  Napster 
office  with  a list  of  300.000  names 
of  everyone  who  downloaded 
Metallica  music. 

He  demanded  that  those  users 
accounts  be  terminated.  JJC  stu- 
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dent  Michelle  Tan-ant  was  one  of 
those  people  “ I had  all  nty- files 
deleted  by  Napster  just  because  I 
downloaded  a 1 0-year-old 
Metallica  song.  Gimme  a break!  " 

In  addition  to  Metallica  a host 
of  other  bands  have  come  out 
against  Napster  (Get  a full  band  fist 
at  htTp.VAvww.screwmetallica.org ). 
arguing  that  it's  theft. 

So  what  do  I have?  A file 
swapping  program  that  allows  me 
to  listen  to  new  music  and  share  it 
with  other  like-minded  people,  or  a 
copyright  violating  software  pro- 
gram from  the  land  of  hackerhood 
that  allows  me  to  "steal-loot-pirate- 
bootleg”  artists  music  and  siphon 
industry  profits? 

If  it’s  the  latter,  then  I’m  steal- 
ing!? 

I decided  to  look  around  a lit- 
tle to  find  out. 

A www.Salon.com  article  by- 
musician  John  Perry  had  this  to 
say. 

"I  learned  of  Napster  when  a 
friend  e-mailed  me  an  MP3  of  the 
Cure  performing  an  Only  Ones 
song.  Another  Girl.  Another 
Planet.’  at  a Pittsburgh  sound 
check.  Never  having  had  the  good 
fortune  to  play  Pittsburgh.  I was 


thus  indebted  to  Napster  for  allow- 
ing me  to  share  the  experience.  I 
became  very  fond  of  Napster,  using 
it  to  track  down  deeply  loved  songs 
that  are  otherwise  very  hard  to 
come  by  - obscure  Delta  Blues 
recordings,  long-deleted  country- 
Westcm  Parities  and  so  forth." 

Hey.  sounds  ok  to  me.  Sharing 
is  what  it’s  all  about. 

The  August  issue  of  Macworld 
magazine  reads. 

"Say  good-bye  to  your  CD 
collection:  Napster  lets  you 

STEAL  your  songs.’1 
Hmmm anyone  else? 

JJC  student  Jeff  Rice  has  a 
cable  piped  into  his  computer  and 
can  download  any  song  he  wants  in 
a couple  of  minutes.  Maybe  he  can 
help. 

"I  think  it's  sharing.  It’s  like 
borrowing  a CD  from  someone.  I 
usually  borrow  from  a friend  first 
then  buy  later  anyway.. .most  of  the 
people  I know  like  to  buy  the 
whole  CD  and  some  like  to  create 
their  own  mixes." 

Yeah  Jeff.  How  about  another 
magazine. 

Wired  magazine's  latest  issue 
has  an  article  by  John  P.  Barlow 
declaring  Napster  to  be  nothing 


short  of  revolutionary. 

"The  great  cultural  war  has 
broken  out  at  last.  Long  awaited  by 
some  and  a nasty  surprise  to  others, 
the  conflict  between  the  industrial 
age  and  the  virtual  age  is  now 
being  fought  in  earnest,  thanks  to 
that  modestly  conceived  but  para- 
digm-shattering thing  called 
Napster."  Whoa! 

Well.  I'm  .not  making  any 
money  from  the  songs  and  I’ve  yet 
to  download  an  entire  CD,  but  I'm 
sure  someone  somewhere  is  abus- 
ing the  software.

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Many  foster  children  have  no  rights  in

Election  time  is  near  and  I 
have  just  one  question:  what  will 
be  done  about  foster  children's 
rights?  I consider  myself  a very 
fortunate  individual.  I have  grown 
from  birth  with  a loving  family. 
But  I realize  that  not  all  children 
Were  and  are  as  fortunate  as  I am. 
Too  many  are  born  into  poverty, 
abuse,  and  misfortune.  Many  are 
bom  into  a world  without  any  hope 
at  all.  Some  are  left  for  dead  while 
their  birth  parents  shun  them  of  a 
future. 

However,  there  are  many  peo- 
ple out  there  w ho  are  eagerly  wait- 
ing to  be  the  best  parents  they  can. 


waiting  for  that  one  chance  to  have 
a child.  Many  turn  to  the  hard 
process  of  adopting  and  foster  care. 
A married  couple  I know  turned  to 
the  foster  care  program.  They 
went  through  extensive  training 
and  finally  their  prayers  were 
answered.  They  received  that  call 
that  would  grant  them  the  privilege 
to  be  foster  parents. 

She  is  a beautiful  premature 
two-month-old  African  American 
baby  girl  who  was  abandoned  in 
the  hospital  since  birth  after  being 
bom  addicted  to  crack  and  cocaine, 
a hole  in  her  heart,  and  w ithout  a 
family.  Her  mother,  not  yet  30 
years  old.  has  nine  other  children 


with  none  allowed  in  her  custody 
and  one  that  died  last  year  of 
untreated  bronchitis  and  malnutri- 
tion. 

Now.  nearly  8 months  old. 
she's  receiving  as  much  love  as  a 
child  can  get.  proper  medical  care, 
and  a future  that  she  was  denied  by 
her  biological  mother. 

After  6 months  of  being  with 
her  new  foster  parents,  the  baby's 
biological  mother  came  forward  to 
regain  custody.  Completely  devas- 
tated. the  foster  parents  went  to 
court  only  to  hear  that  the  baby's 
birth  mother  has  the  right  to  have 
two  weeks  to  find  a family  mem- 
ber to  take  her. 


A week  later,  they  got  a call 
asking  if  they  could  take  the  baby's 
17-monlh-old  brother.  The  biolog- 
ical mother  failed  to  show  up  for 
random  drug  tests.  The  mother 
wasn't  even  supposed  to  have  him 
in  her  custody. 

During  this  time,  the  chil- 
dren's biological  father,  who  has 
been  arrested  several  times  for  pos- 
session of  drugs,  requested  and  was 
granted  visitation  with  the  baby 
girl.  The  father  wanted  nothing  to 
do  w ith  the  baby  boy. 

I realize  that  there  was  a 
chance  that  the  biological  parents 
will  regain  custody  in  a foster- 
adopt  program,  but  I am  flabber-

gasted  that  parents  that  have  aban- 
doned a child  and  that  have  abused 
another,  have  rights  to  those  chil- 
dren who  they  have  neglected  and 
harmed.  On  the  other  hand,  the  fos- 
ter panetshave  no  say  in  the  future 
of  the  children  whom  they  loved 
since  they  were  granted  custody  of 
them. 

What  happens  to  the  children 
when  they  are  removed  from  their 
loving  home  and  placed  into  an 
unstable  environment?  Where  are 
the  rights  of  these  children?  The 
awful  truth  sinks  in  as  I realize  that 
these  children  have  none.  What  do 
Gore  and  Bush  have  to  say  about 
that?

Joliet  Junior  College  has 
scheduled  a conversion  to  the  most 
recent  version  of  the  Colleague 
College  Data  Management 
Software  System  Oct.  7.  As  a 
result,  the  college  will  be  without 
its  general  computer  operating  sys- 
tem for  about  2 1/2  weeks.  The 
process  is  set  to  begin  Oct.  7.  w ith 
completion  scheduled  for  Oct.  25. 

The  move  to  the  new  system  is 
necessary  to  JJC  because  Datatel. 
the  company  which  manufactures 


the  system,  will  offer  very  limited 
support  to  those  colleges  still  using 
older  versions  of  the  program. 

The  new  software  package 
will  provide  for  a new  and 
improved  telephone  touch-tone 
registration  system.  “The  benefits 
to  this  conversion  go  far  beyond 
the  new  features."  said  JJC 
Associate  Vie  President  for 
Information  Technology.  Tony 
Cota. 

During  the  conversion  period. 


college  faculty  and  staff  will  have 
almost  no  access  to  the  main  oper- 
ating system  of  the  college.  No 
new  information  will  be  processed 
into  the  system  after  Oct.  6.  A few 
limited  offices  will  have  the  ability 
to  look  up  information  that  was 
already  in  the  system  during  the 
shutdown  process. 

"We'll  still  process  financial 
aid.”  said  Cota.  “We’ll  still  admit 
and  register  students,  we’ll  just 
have  to  do  it  the  old-fashioned  way 


for  two  weeks  and  then  enter  all  the 
info  once  the  system  comes  back 
up." 

JJC  students  will  see  little 
change  in  their  day-to-day  routines 
at  the  college.  No  classes  are 
scheduled  to  be  canceled  during 
this  project  and  all  staff  in  affected 
offices  will  still  provide  assistance 
for  business  during  the  down  time. 

Kiosks  will  not  be  available 
during  the  conversions.  Also,  stu- 
dents will  not  be  able  to  get  print- 


outs of  their  schedules,  forms  for 
bookstore  loans  or  deferred  pay- 
ment plans  or  any  other  such  func- 
tions usually  available  at  the 
kiosks.

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Gores  campaign  issues  will  help  college  students

With  the  2000  election  only  a 
few  months  away.  The  Democratic 
Party  has  nominated  Vice  President 
A I Gore  to  run  for  the  president  of 
the  United  States. 

Gore  and  his  running  mate 
Sen.  Joseph  Liebennan  have  decid- 
ed to  run  a campaign  that  is  based 
on  "continuing  the  success  led  by 
the  Clinton  administration." 

The  following  are  some  issues 
that  Gore  has  debated  and  talked 
about,  many  of  which  are  the  con- 
cern of  many  young  adults. 

Minimum  Wage  Law  - one  of 
Gore's  strongest  stands  is  on 
increasing  minimum  wage  from, 
the  current  S5.I5  to  S6.I5.  This 


would  increase  the  pay  of  over  1 1 
million  workers,  over  3 million  of 
whom  are  college  students. 

This  is  an  attempt  to  help 
working  class  families  and  college 
students  live  a more  fruitful  life 
and  keep  wages  in  line  with  infla- 
tion. 

The  opposition,  however, 
believes  that  this  would  cost. 
300.000  workers  their  jobs,  as 
companies  could  not  afford  to  pay 
the  increased  rate. 

Education  - in  addition  to  rais- 
ing the  minimum  wage.  Gore 
promises  to  also  aid  college  stu- 
dents in  two  ways.  First,  he 
pledges  to  increase  the  amount  of 
time  students  have  to  pa>  back  fed-

eral  and  state  college  loans. 

This  would  reduce  the  eco- 
nomic stress  placed  onto  college 
students  as  they  enter  the  work- 
force. and  also  encourage  a higher 
enrollment. 

Second.  Gore  pledges  to  cre- 
ate a "40 1 J"  account,  where 
employers  or  family  can  give  up  to 
S2.500  yearly  to  be  used  tax-free 


for  educational  or  life-long  learn- 
ing expenses.  This  encourages 
saving  for  college,  while  giving 
those  that  do  a tax-break  for  doing 
so. 

Campaign  Finance  Reform  - 
one  of  the  large  issues  in  almost 
any  presidential  race  is  campaign 
funds. 

Gore  intends  to  reform  cam- 


paign financing  by  keeping  a cap 
on  individual  contributions  to  cam- 
paigns. and  also  by  a "Democracy 
Endowment  " fund. 

This  would  be  a fund  paid  for 
by  tax  dollars  that  would  finance 
senate  and  presidential  election 
advertising. 

Budget  - The  current  national 
debt  is  estimated  at  over  five  tril- 
lion dollars  and  increasing  at  the 
rate  of  seventy-five  million  per 
day.  Despite  promising  tax  cuts 
and  additional  social  programs. 
Gore  promises  a balanced  budget, 
and  an  end  to  national  debt  by 
2012.

Bush  emphasizes  education,  tax  cuts  and  gun  control

Another  election  year  is  upon 
us.  As  Americans  prepare  to 
choose  who  will  be  best  suited  to 
represent  their  government  and 
better  our  community,  by  ways  of 
tax  cuts,  increasing  minimum  wage 
and  welfare  reform  or  environmen- 
tal issues,  this  is  when  many 
Americans  get  to  exercise  the  right 
to  vole. 

On  Aug.  3 Texas  Gov.  George 
W.  Bush  was  nominated  as  his 
party's  front  runner  for  the  position 
of  president. 

For  most  college  students,  the 
issue  of  education  is  one  of  con- 
cern. Bush  believes  that  schools 
must  clear  measurable  goals 
focused  on  basic  skills  and  essen- 
tial knowledge.  In  addition,  there 
must  be  regular  testing  to  ensure 


goals  are  being  met. 

He  feels  failing  schools  should 
be  given  a finite  period  to  change. 
If  they  fail  to  do  so.  children  of 
low-income  families  will  have  the 
option  of  transferring  to  other  pub- 
lic schools  or  using  their  share  of 
federal  funds  to  pay  for  other 
options  such  as  tutoring,  charter 
schools,  etc. 

Bush  proposes  to  increase  the 
annual  "Education  Savings 
Account"  contribution  limit  from 
S500  to  S5000  and  allow  funds  to 
be  drawn  tax-free.  He  then  plans  to 
expand  loan  forgiveness  from 
$5000  to  S 1 7.500  for  math  and  sci- 
ence majors  who  commit  to  teach 
in  high-need  schools  for  five  years. 

Another  issue  that  is  in  the 
forefront  is  the  question  of  tax  cuts 
and  proposals.  Governor  Bush 


believes  all  taxpayers  should  be 
allowed  to  keep  more  of  their  own 
money. 

His  proposed  best  way  to  help 
all  families  is  to  let  each  family 
keep  more  of  its  income  and  spend 
it,  as  it  deems  appropriate. 

He  belives  the  best  wayt  to  cut 
marginal  rates  and  the  best  way  to 
encourage  economic  growth  is  to 
cut  tax  rates  across  all  tax  brackets. 
Bush's  reform  proposal  replaces 
the  current  five-rate  structure  with 
four  lower  rates. 

Bush's  lax  cut  proposal  breaks 
down  into  four  points: 

I)  Cut  the  current  15  percent 
tax  bracket  to  10  percent  for  the 
first  S6.000  of  taxable  income  for 
singles,  the  first  SI 0.000  for  single 
parents  and  the  first  SI 2.000  for 
married  couples.  This  would  also 


include  doubling  the  child  tax  cred- 
it to  SI, 000. 

2) Cut  the  maximum  tax  rate 
for  the  middle  class  to  25  per  cent 
versus  the  current  rates  of  28  per- 
cent and  30  percent,  and  greatly 
reduce  the  marriage  penalty  by 
restoring  the  10  percent  deduction 
for  two  income  families.  This 
would  then  allow  them  to  deduct 
up  to  an  additional  S3.000. 

3) Cap  the  top  tax  rate  at  33 
percent,  down  the  current  39.6  per- 
cent. eliminate  Death  tax  and  make 
the  Research  and  Development  tax 
credit  permanent. 

4) Extend  the  deduction  for 
charitable  contributions  to  the  80 
million  taxpayers  that  do  not  item- 
ize. raise  the  cap  on  corporate  giv- 
ing and  increase  the  annual  contri- 
bution limit  of  education  saving 


Another  issue  may  be  an 
important  issue  to  most  Americans: 
gtin  control. 

Bush  supports  citizens  own- 
ing guns  to  protect  their  families 
and  their  homes. 

He  also  supports  a ban  on  fully 
automatic  weapons  and  opposes 
government-mandated  registration 
of  firearms. 

Debates  will  also  be  a deciding 
factor  in  this  election.  Polls  in  the 
upcoming  weeks  will  change  as 
voters  pay  more  attention  to  the 
campaign  after  the  debates  are 
completed.

MacDougall  ready  to  play  some  football

On  Jan.  21.  2000,  ihe  JJC 
football  team  gained  a man  of  great 
knowledge  in  college  football.  As  a 
bead  coach  he  led  the  College  of 
Dupage  to  three  undefeated  sea- 
sons in  the  90s  and  was  voted  into 
the  NJCAA  Football  Mall  of  Fame. 

Bob  MacDougall's  credentials 
prove  how  dedicated  he  is  to 
coaching. 

His  8-5  record  in  bowl  games 
and  1 75-59  won-loss  record  overall 
shows  the  winning  attitude  he  has 
placed  in  his  players  over  almost 
30  years  of  coaching. 

An  interview  was  recently 
held  with  MacDougall  to  learn 
about  his  previous  coaching  expe- 
riences and  to  understand  his 
thoughts  and  hopes  for  the  2000 
season  and  beyond. 


Blazer-:  You  coached  at  C.O.D. 
for  21  years  as  head  coach,  and 
then  look  a job  as  linebackers 
coach  at  Naperv  ille  Central  for  two 
years.  What  made  you  want  to 
come  back  to  college  football  to  be 
head  coach  at  JJC? 

BM:  Honestly,  the  opportunity 
presented  itself.  After  I retired  at 
C.O.D. . I coached  at  the  high 
school  for  a couple  of  years.  When 
the  college  and  district  came  to  me 
to  see  if  I was  interested  in  coach- 
ing for  JJC  it  seemed  like  a great 
opportunity. 

I had  always  thought  that 
Joliet  would  be  a great  district  to 
work  in  and  the  community  is 
great. 

Blazer:  What  is  your  greatest 
accomplishments  as  a coach  in 
football? 

BM:  I think  that  the  success 


rate  of  the  kids  moving  on  to  bigger 
universities  is  my  biggest  accom- 
plishment. Community  college  is  a 
stepping  stone  for  a lot  of  these 
kids. 

If  it  were  not  for  this  college  a 
lot  of  these  kids  would  not  have  the 
opportunity  to  go  to  school.  I like 
knowing  that  I am  helping  these 
kids  move  on  to  higher  things  in

Blazer:  What  about  in  life? 

BM  Probably,  my  wife  and  I 
raising  our  four  children.

Wolves  win  first  three,  look  forward

JOLIET  — For  the  first  time 
since  1982,  Joliet  Junior  College 
has  started  a football  season  by 
w inning  its  first  three  games.  By 
virtue  of  the  Wolves'  21-7  North 
Central  Community  College 
Conference  w in  over  the  College 
of  DuPage  on  Sept.  16  at  Joliet 
Memorial  Stadium.  JJC  stands  3-0 
both  overall  and  in  the  conference. 

"The  kids  are  buying  into  our 
system.  They  are  working  hard, 
learning  how  to  practice  and  learn- 
ing how  to  win."  said  Head  Coach 
Bob  MacDougall  after  Saturday’s 
win  over  the  Chaparrals  (1-2.  0-2). 

MacDougall.  a National  Junior 
College  Athletic  Association 
Football  Hall  of  Famer,  coached  at 
DuPage  for  21  seasons  where  he 
brought  the  school  into  national 
prominence  on  the  gridiron. 

During  MacDougall's  21  years 
at  the  school,  DuPage  won  174 
games,  captured  1 1 Region  IV  stale 
championships  and  eight  N4C 
crowns.  He  also  set  the  all-time 
NJCAA  football  winning  streak  of 
36  straight  games. 

Leading  the  offensive  charge 
for  Joliet  Junior  College  against 
College  of  DuPage  was  sophomore 


running  back  Darryl  Hill. 

The  5' 10".  185-pound  Hill 
was  magnificent  in  rushing  for  24 1 
yards  on  32  carries.  Hill,  who  was 
named  the  N4C  Player  of  the  Week 
for  his  107  yards  rushing  and  two 
touchdowns  during  a 45-0  win  over 
Rock  Valley  on  Sept.  9.  scored  on 
TD  runs  of  12  and  6 yards  against 

DuPage.

MacDougall  said. 

"Our  offensive  line  (Rob 
Stazak,  Frank  Smith,  Chad  Fisher. 
Matt  Griebel.  Mike  Lamb)  did  well 
at  the  point  of  attack." 

Joliet  Junior  College  freshman 
halfback  Craig  Duppong,  who 
rushed  for  93  yards  against  Rock 
Valley,  had  another  strong  effort 
against  DuPage. 


Duppong.  who  tallied  a 12- 
yard  touchdown  run.  added  103 
yards  on  1 7 carries. 

For  the  game,  the  Wolves 
rushed  for  349  yards  (5.8  yards  pci 
carry ) and  had  410  total  yards. 

• Any  time  you  have  tw  o backs 
like  Darryl  and  Craig  capable  of 
doing  what  they  did.  it  helps  the 
offense."  MacDougall  said.  Both 
runners  remained  fresh.” 

Defensively,  the  Wolves'  lim- 
ited DuPage  to  just  47  yards  rush- 
ing. a 1 .9  yards  per  carry  average. 
Sophomore  defensive  lineman 
Travis  Moten  led  Defensive 
Coordinator  Joe  Roman's  D w ith  a 
fumble  . recovery,  two  knocked 
down  passes  and  quarterback  sack. 

Justin  Johnson  and  Ashea 
Roberson  also  had  quarterback 
sacks. 

JJC  freshman  safety  Charles 
Frazier  intercepted  a DuPage  pass 
to  set  up  Duppong's  touchdown 
with  37  seconds  left  in  the  third 
quarter.  Duppong's  score  and  John 
Gockman’s  PAT  gave  Joliet  a 14-7 
lead. 

The  JJC  Wolves  are  scheduled 
to  host  nationally-ranked  Harper 
College  at  7 p.nt.  Sept.  22.  in  a con- 
ference game  at  Joliet  Memorial 
Stadium.

Administrative  decision  derails  season

Joliet  Junior  College  adminis- 
trators recently  acknowledged  that 
they  knew  in  February  that  the  JJC 
football  team  was  in  violation  of 
conference  rules,  but  said  they  did 
not  report  the  violation  at  that  time 
because  they  didn’t  want  to  punish 
the  players  who  were  not  aware  of 
the  violation. 

In  mid-October  JJC  officials 
announced  that  they  were  imposing 
self-sanctions  on  the  program 
because  the  team  violated  confer- 
ence rules  by  using  too  many  out- 
of-state  players. 

“We  allowed  the  players  to 
play  recognizing  that  they  had  no 
place  to  go,”  said  Vice  President  of 
Student  Services  Dr.  Alan 
Hardersen.  “We  didn’t  want  to 
jeopardize  their  academic  records." 


“We  knew  that  the  confer- 
ence knew  about  it, " said 
Wayne  King, 
director  of  athletics. 


The  violations  took  place 
under  the  previous  coaching  staff. 
The  current  Wolves  staff  was  disil- 
lusioned at  the  events  that  led  to  the 
forfeits  and  sanctions  imposed  on 
the  team  by  JJC,  according  to 
Hardersen. 

"The  current  coaches  are  dis- 
appointed," said  Hardersen.  “They 
didn’t  bring  this  upon  themselves.” 

The  decision  made  by  the 
administration  in  April  2000  forced 
the  team  to  forfeit  all  conference 
games  for  the  1999  and  2000  sea- 
sons. The  team  was  6-1  and  had 
been  invited  to  participate  in  the 
Pepsi  Bowl  before  the  sanctions

were  announced.  Because  of  the 
forfeitures  the  team  had  to  decline 
the  invitation  to  the  Pepsi  Bowl. 
While  the  team’s  on-field  record  is 
8-1,  it’s  official  record  stands  at  2- 
7 because  of  the  forfeits. 

The  new  conference  rule, 
instituted  in  1999,  states  that  only 
eight  players  from  out  of  state  are 
allowed  to  play  football  for  the  col- 
lege. The  JJC  football  team  was 
over  the  limit  by  six  players  in 
1999.  That  number  of  players  was 
carried  over  into  the  2000  season. 

“Essentially  we  understood 
that  .we  may  be  put  in  a position 
where  sanctions  would  be 
imposed,"  Hardersen  said.  “And  at 
the  end  of  the  season  it  would  be 
put  to  rest.”  New  sanctions 
imposed  on  the  team  by  the  school 
will  allow  only  six  out-of-state 
players  as  opposed  ro  the  confer- 
ence eight. 

“We  knew  that  the  conference 
knew  about  it,”  said  Wayne  King, 
director  of  athletics.  “When  we 
were  five  and  five  (in  1999)  it  was- 
n’t a big  issue  for  the  conference  to 
discuss." 

The  issue  was  brought  to 
Hardersen  in  February  2000  when 


King  and  Bob  MacDougall,  head 
football  coach,  knew  the  team  was 
in  violation  of  the  conference  regu- 
lation. 

“We  (MacDougall  and  King) 
sat  down  with  the  president  (J.D. 
Ross)  and  discussed  what  the 
options  were,”  Hardersen  said.  He 
also  said  the  administration  came 
up  with  three  specific  options  for 
the  team. 

“This  is  one  of  those  decisions 
where  every  answer  is  wrong,"  said 
Hardersen.  “No  matter  what  we 
decided,  we  knew  the  answer 
would  be  wrong." 

He  also  pointed  out  that  one  of 
the  options  was  to  tell  players  they 
weren’t  on  the  conference  list 
because  of  the  new  rule  and  could- 
n’t return  to  the  school  and  play 
this  fall. 

“Another  was  to  make  and 
appeal  to  the  conference  for  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  out-of- 
state  players,"  he  said.  “We  made 
an  appeal  and  that  was  voted  down, 
recognizing  that  Harper  and 

C. O.D.  would  be  at  a disadvan- 
tage." 

Realizing  that  several  of  the 
out-of-state  players  would  have 
nowhere  to  go,  Hardersen  said  that 
the  last  option  was  “to  allow  the 
players  to  play”  at  the  risk  of  being 
sanctioned  by  the  conference.  “We 
made  the  decision  as  a group,”  he 
explained. 

This  choice  was  made  with  the 
knowledge  of  several  members  of 
the  administration  and  the  JJC 
Board  of  Trustees. 

"The  Board  of  Trustees 
expressed  complete  support  for  the 
actions  that  the  college  took,”  said 

D. J.  Wells,  of  the  JJC  Community 
Relations  Department. 

Hardersen,  King  and  Wells  all 
agreed  that  the  decision  was  made 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  players 


considering  that  there  are  only  four 
community  colleges  in  Illinois  that 
offer  football.  Ohio,  Michigan, 
Indiana  and  Wisconsin  are  neigh- 
boring states  that  do  not  offer  com- 
munity college  football  programs. 

“ The  Board  of  Trustees 
expressed  complete  support 
for  the  actions  that  the  col- 
lege took,  ” said  D.J.  Wells, 
community  relations 
department 


“We  knew  players  were 
unaware,"  Hardersen  said.  “They 
were  totally  oblivious  to  this.” 

King  also  voiced  that  there 
was  “dejection  on  players  behalf 
because  they  did  nothing  wrong." 

Several  of  the  JJC  football 
players  expressed  a variety  of  opin- 
ions on  what  has  happened  to  the 
team’s  record  this  season. 

“I  am  quite  disgusted  with  the 
whole  situation  and  it  is  a crying 
shame  that  this  whole  team  has  to 
suffer,"  said  Matthew  Griebel,  a 
JJC  football  player.  “I  feel  that  all 
we  have  to  do  is  stick  together  and 
we  will  overcome  any  adversity 
that  stands  in  our  way." 

Other  players  placed  the  blame 
elsewhere.  "It  was  a mistake  that 
happened  last  year,”  said  a player 
who  wished  to  remain  anonymous. 
“We  had  a lot  of  out-of-state  play- 
ers and  ihc  coaches  decided  to  stick 
with  them." 

According  to  the  administra- 
tion, several  steps  are  being  taken 
to  ensure  that  this  type  of  incident 
will  be  prevented  in  the  future. 
"Corrective  action  will  be  taken  to 
prevent  this  from  ever  happening 
again,”  said  Wells. 

King  said  recruiting  standards 
need  to  be  observed  and  evaluated 
to  prevent  future  problems. 


Lecture  on  election  2000  huge  success

On  Oct.  25  students  and  facul- 
ty attended  The  Brown  Bag  Series 
lecture  on  Election  2000  presented 
by  Professor  Edward  Senu-oke. 
The  lecture  educated  about  cam- 
paign strategy,  political  ideology, 
policies,  and  crime  and  safety. 

Senu-oke  also  discussed  issues 
such  as  government  reforms,  the 
economy,  social  issues  and  immi- 
gration and  trade. 

Senu-oke  urged  that  all  cam- 
paign staff  include  a campaign 
manager,  speechwriter,  a legal 
advisor  and  a press  secretary  to 
deal  with  the  media. 

Also,  candidates  regularly  use 
paid  media  such  as  generic  ads  that 
send  positive  messages  to  voters. 

It  may  include  places  for 
achievement,  testimonial  by  a pow- 
erful person,  policies  with  a theme 
or  sport  such  as  taxes  and  inspira- 
tion such  as  military  involvement. 

Senu-oke  also  stressed  that  to 
insure  victory,  candidates  must 
have  a campaign  strategy.  They 
must  use  media  effectively,  devel- 
op southern  strategy,  avoid  emo- 
tion-laden issues,  emphasize  con- 
sensus issues,  win  large  key  states, 
and  avoid  becoming  the  issue. 

Senu-oke  stressed  that  candi- 
dates must  avoid  dealing  with  gen- 


der and  race  issues,  and  to  focus  on- 
good  issues  such  as  education. 

“You  can’t  sell  something  that 
people  have  already  bought,”  he 
said. 

Senu-oke  also  said  the  two 
main  candidates,  Gov.  Bush  and 
Vice  President  Gore  should  recog- 
nize that  the  Green  Party  candidate 
Ralph  Nader  is  in  the  race. 

“It  is  important  that  you  never 
underestimate  the  adversary  of 
your  own  opponent,”  said  Senu- 
oke. 

Also  Senu-oke  said  that  Bush- 
should  not  go  around  talking  about 
huge  money  because  “most  people 
are  not  mathematicians.” 

Senu-oke  emphasized  that 
winning  is  everything  and  the  can- 
didates should  always  be  on  the 
same  page  of  dealing  with  issues, 
although  views  may  not  be  the 

“Win  first,  then  figure  out  how 
to  govern,"  Senu-oke  said.  "Don't 
be  so  smart  that  you’re  not.” 

He  expressed  enthusiasm  of 
the  election  2000  because  of  the 
closeness  of  the  race. 

“This  is  one  of  the  closest 
elections  in  American  history," 
Senu-oke  said.  “The  ultimate  prize 
is  the  victory.”

At  a recent  Pearl  Jam  concert 
in  Alpine  Valley,  fans  held  scrib- 
bled signs  supporting  Ralph  Nader 
that  said  “Let  Nader  Debate!”

Almost  300,000  AIDS 
cases  alone  were  linked  to 
blacks  and  over  300,000 
Caucasian  people  are  report- 
ed to  have  the  virus. 

The  flyer  also  stated  that 


young  male  adults  who  are 
gay  have  the  highest  number 
of  AIDS  cases  by  age. 

Yet,  according  to  the 
CDC, individuals  between 
the  ages  of  30-45  have  the 
highest  number  of  AIDS 
cases. 

Another  fuzzy  fact  that 
was  espoused  on  the  flyer 
was  that  gay  women  are  the 
highest  number  of  infected 
females. 

Again,  the  CDC  states 
that  “heterosexual  women 
are  becoming  increasingly 
affected  by  HIV.” 

Approximately  46  per- 
cent, about  14.8  million  of 
the  32.4  million  adults  living 
with  HIV  or  'AIDS,  are 
women.

Great  Part-Time  Jobs  at  UPS!  I 
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Presidential  debates  highlight  both  candidates

On  Oct.  17,  the  third  and  last 
presidential  debate  was  held  in  St. 
Louis. 

Many  feel  that  Vice  President 
A I Gore  and  Texas  Gov.  George  W. 
Bush  did  an  outstanding  job  in  pre- 
senting their  views  on  important 
issues  into  the  forefront. 

During  the  debate.  Gore 
attacked  Bush  as  being  an  ally  of' 
the  rich  and  powerful,  but  the 
Texas  governor  rebutted  in  a fast 
paced  debate  that  had  G.W.  accus- 
ing the  vice  president  of  being  a big 
spender. 

“If  this  were  a spending  con- 
test, I'd  come  in  second,"  Bush 
said. 

Gore  made  several  points  to 
pinot  out  that  the  Texas  governor 
supports  mostly  wealthy  citizens 
and  insurance  companies,  instead 
of  the  patients. 

■-  “If.  you  want  someone  who 
will  support  the  big  drug  compa- 
nies, this  is  your  man."  Gore  said  to 


the  audience.  “If  you  want  some- 
one who  fight  for  you  then  I want 
to  fight  for  you.” 

In  this  type  of  town-hall-style 
debate,  questions  were  given  to  the 
candidates  from  the  audience. 

When  the  question  of  educa- 
tion was  brought  to  the  attention, 
Gore  took  aim  at  Bush’s  support 
for  school  vouchers. 

Bush  replied  that  his  education 
would  allow  states  to  decide 
whether  they  want  to  implement 
vouchers,  and  Gore  challenged  him 
by  claiming  that  Bush’s  own  edu- 
cation plan  would  have  the  federal 
government  require  states  to  pro- 
vide vouchers  for  students  in  fail- 
ing schools. 

In  a debate  that  covered  many 
campaign  topics,  the  death  penalty 
issue  was  brought  up  by  one  of  the 
audience  members  about  a state- 
ment Bush  gave  at  the  previous 
debate  that  was  held  Oct.  1 1. 

In  his  statements  about  the 
murder  of  James  Byrde,  the  gover- 
nor said,  “the  three  men  accused  of 


murder  will  get  the  highest  penalty, 
the  death  penalty." 

Not  even  before  he  could  get 
the  last  syllable  out  of  his  mouth, 
the  governor  had  to  keep  the  grin 
from  appearing  on  his  face. 

The  audience  member  asked 
Bush  if  he  was  proud  of  his  state’s 
record  of  executing  more  criminals 
than  any  other. 

“I’m  not  proud  of  that,”  Bush 
said  in  a soft-spoken  reply.  "Some 
of  the  hardest  moments  since  I’ve 
been  the  governor  of  Texas  is  to 
deal  with  those  cases.” 

Several  times  he  stressed  that 
he  wasn't  proud,  but  merely  carry- 
ing out  his  job  as  governor.  In  all, 
Texas  has  executed  145  inmates 
during  Bush’s  tenure  as  governor. 

The  subject  then  changed  to 
economics.  Bush  said  Gore  is 
proposing  the  “largest  increase  in 
federal  spending  in  years,  and 
there’s  just  not  going  to  be  enough 
money”  to  pay  for  it. 

Gore  said  Bush  was  wrong, 
adding  that  his  rival’s  SI. 3 billion 


tax  plan  would  only  give  relief  to 
the  wealthy  while  not  funding 
some  domestic  programs. 

This  debate  might  make 
a difference  in  this  close 
presidential  race 

“If  you  want  somebody  who 
believes  that  we  were  better  off 
eight  years  ago  than  we  are  now 
and  that  we  ought  to  go  back  to  the 
kinds  of  policies  that  we  had  back 
then,  emphasizing  tax  cuts,  mainly 
for  the  wealthy,  here  is  your  man,” 
Gore  said. 

“If  you  want  somebody  who 
will  fight  for  you  and  will  fight  for 
middle  class  tax  cuts,  then  I am 
your  man.  I want  to  be." 

Bush  said  he  wasn’t  wrong 
and  Gore’s  proposals  on  spending 
were  huge. 

“He  proposed  more  than 
Walter  Mondale  and  Michael 
Dukakis  combined,”  claimed  Bush. 
“This  is  a big  spender,  he  should  be 
proud  of  it.” 


In  their  final  statements,  the 
candidates  went  to  essentials. 

“I  have  kept  my  word,”  said 
Gore,  who  has  served  as  the  Vice 
president  for  the  past  eight  years.

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Community  comes  together  to  take  back  the  night 


On  Oct.  10  thousands  of  peo- 
ple including  family,  friends,  and 
supporters  gathered  at  Joliet  West 
High  School  to  unite  on  behalf 
victims  of  domestic  violence 
“Take  Back  the  Night.” 

The  community  joined  togeth- 
er to  promote  awareness  in  Will 
County  of  domestic  violence, 
incest  and  rape  for  this  fourth  annu- 
al event  in  Joliet  and  welcomed 
Denise  Brown,  the  sister  of  the 
slain  Nicole  Brown  Simpson  and 
also  featured  attorney  Jim 
Glasgow. 

Take  Back  the  Night  first  start- 
ed at  a Germany  University  town  in 
1973  after  a series  of  murders  and 
rapes. 

San  Francisco  started  the 
march  in  19.78  and  5.000  women 
from  30  states  gathered  to  protest 
about  the  violence  against  women. 
The  march  spread  throughout  .the 
country. 

Fifty-three  female  shaped 
. picket  signs  bordered  the  sidewalk 
of  Larkin  avenue  representing  53 
females  that  were  murdered  in  Will 
County  over  the  past  10  years. 
Each  sign  displayed  the  name  and 
age  of  thejvictims 

As  night  grew  closer,  support- 
ers made  signs  that  -voiced  their 
opinions  against  violence. 

White,  yellow,  blue  and  red  T- 
shirts  were  displayed  on  a nearby 
clothing  line  each  color  represent- 
ing a different  abuse;  white  and 
yellow  represented  domestic  vio- 
lence, blue  symbolized  incest,  and 
red  portrayed  rape. 

A band  played  in  the  back- 
ground as  volunteers  set  up  food 
stands  and  handed  out  bags  of  liter- 
ature containing  important  infor- 
mation pertaining  to  violence 
awareness.  Pink  ribbons  and 
Guardian  Angel  pins  were  distrib- 


uted among  the  massive  crowd. 

Family  and  friends  of  28-year- 
old  nurse,  Melissa  Plut  of  Joliet, 
and  other  nurses  carried  an  8-ft 
long  banner  in  her  memory.  Plut 
was  murdered  in  her  Joliet  home 
this  past  Sept.  3. 

Nurses  filled  the  area  holding 
signs  of  protest  such  as  “Nurses 
Fight  Against  Violence,"  and  “JJC 
Nurses  Against  Domestic 
Violence.”  JJC  Nursing  170  stu- 
dent, Christine  wanted  to  “back  up 
the  nurses.” 

"In  this  country,  we’re  facing 
violence  at  an  epidemic  rate,”  said 
Glasgow.  "It’s  something  we  need

He  continued  to  speak  against 
violence1  on  television  programs 
and  the  radio  and  claimed 
issue  is  “much  more  serious 
we  think.” 

“We  need  to  wake  up  and  say 
we  can  do  something  about  it.” 
stated  Glasgow. 

Last  year.  Dr.  Dennis  Embry 
spoke  at  the  event  He  claimed  that 
a physiological  change  in  the  brain 
takes  place  in  children  due  to  the 
massive  violence  seen  by  children 
every  day  on  television:  This'  in 
tum  creates  a hereditary  trait. 

Like  many  people  across  the 
nation,  Brown  never  thought  some- 
thing like  this  could  ever  happen 
her.  On  June  12,  1994,  Nicole 
Brown  Simpson,  35-years-old,  and 
friend,  Ron  Goldman,  were  mur- 
dered at  her  California  home. 

Tm  here  under  unfortunate 
circumstances,”  said  Brown. 

Soon  after  the  murder  of  her 
sister,  Brown  was  educated  on  “the 
monster”  called  domestic  violence 
and  started  to  work  with  a minority 
coalition  program  for  battered 
women. 

"I  didn’t  know,  understand, 
anything  about  domestic  violence,” 
she  said. 

She  was  disturbed  that  women 
are  punished  so  severely  after 
defending  themselves  towards 
domestic  violence. 

“Women  who  tried  to  save 
their  own  lives  are  in  there  for  25 
years  to  life,"  she  said. 

Brown  also  said  that  society 
needs  to  take  responsibility  of  the 
children. 

Children  who  are  in  violent 
homes  will  only  learn  violence  and 
the  community  must  learn  to  pre-

guitar.. .they  need  to  leam  the  other 
side. ..the  difference,"  she  said. 
“The  child  is  entitled  to  be  safe  and 
free  from  abuse  and  neglect.” 

Brown  expressed  to  support- 
ers, family,  and  friends  of  victims 
that  they  are  not  alone  in  loss  and 
they  are  not  alone  in  determination. 
She  also  that  that  battered  women 
are  “walking  an  emotional 
tightrope  waiting  to  fall”  and  that  it 
is  difficult  to  be  brave  when  scared. 

She  also  voiced  that  40  percent 
of  women  killed  are  murdered  by 
their  husbands  or  boyfriends,  and 
90  percent  of  the  abusers  are  in  fact 
male. 

“We  need  the  good  guys  to  say 
that  domestic  violence  is  not 
acceptable,"  Brown  said.  “It’s  not 
the  woman’s  problem;  it’s  every- 
one’s problem." 

Four  women  die  a day  due  to 
domestic  violence.  In  addition, 
more  than  2.5  million  women  are 
victims  of  some  form  of  violence 
every  year.  Nearly  two  in  three 


female  victims  of  violent  crimes 
are  related  to  or  know  their  attack- 

“It  needs  to  stop;  it  is  a mon- 
ster,” she  said. 

According  to  Brown,  many 
judges  “make  very  bad  decisions 
when  it  comes  to  family,”  com- 
menting that  due  to  those  deci- 
sions, many  people  are  dead. 

“Please  don’t  think  there  is 
nothing  we  can  do,"  said  Brown. 
“There  is  so  much  we  can  do.” 

She  proposes  a neighborhood 
watch  program  and  that  domestic 
violence  should  be  a part  of  it. 

“Remember  what’s  right  is 
right  and  what’s  wrong  is  wrong 
and  that  there  is  a difference 
between  them  both." 

Brown  led  the  march  with  her 
family  as  family  of  murder  victims 
took  their  place  behind  them  down 
Larkin  Avenue  and  Jefferson  Street 
to  show  the  community  that  they 
will  take  back  the  night.

Another  football  fiasco:  a JJC  faculty  member  speaks  out 


Dear  Editors, 

Is  there  something  about 
the  nature  of  football  that 
causes  corruption?  It  would 
certainly  seem  so  here  at  JJC. 

While  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  current  college 
administration  is  the  most 
decent  and  most  dedicated  to 
the  well-being  of  Joliet 
Junior  College  that  I have 
experienced  in  33  years  of 
teaching  here,  even  tney  have 
been  sucked  into  the  moral 
morass  that  is  football  at  JJC. 

This  past  weekend  it 
became  public  knowledge 
that  the  JjC  team  was  break- 
ing conference  rules  about 
the  number  of  out-of-state 
players  allowed  on  the  team. 

According  to  a statement 
released  by  the  college 
administration,  the  school 
was  aware  of  the  violation  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season. 

The  administration 
claimed  they  took  no  action, 
which  would  have  prevented 
the  handful  of  players  who 
were  in  violation  from  play- 
ing this  season,  because  it 
would  have  been  unfair  to 
those  players  who  had  given 


their  all  for  JJC  last  season 
(albeit  while  in  violation  of 
the  rules)  and  because  those 
players  were  not  aware  they 
were  in  violation  when  they 
were  recruited. 

Apparently,  if  someone 
hadn’t  mown  the  whistle, 
nothing  would  have  been 
said.  The  press  release 
seemed  to  imply  that  it’s  ok 
to  cheat  if  you  don’t  get 
caught  and  if  you  are  doing  it 
“for  the  kids.’' 

My  suspicion  is  the  inac- 
tion was  to  cover  up  last 
year’s  violation  and  to  create

positive  PR  for  the  school 
with  a winning  team  this 
year.  As  it  turned  out,  all 
flthe  kids”  suffered,  not  just  a 
handful. 

And  the  PR  was  more 


negative  than  would  have 
been  the  case  with  an  honest 
and  timely  handling  of  the 
violation. 

The  communication  from 
the  administration  tries  to 
give  the  impression  that  we 
blew  the  whistle  on  our- 
selves, but  if  this  were  the 
case  why  didn’t  we  do  it 
when  tne  violation  was 
known — at  the  beginning  of 
the  season? 

We  shouldn’t  be  too  sur- 

f>rised  about  this  latest  moral 
apse, >for  football  at  JJC  has 
a long,  negative  history. 

Remember  the  game  that 
was  suspended  because  the 
teams  got  into  a fight,  the 
fight  continuing  in  the  park- 
ing lot  where  fans  were  put  in 
physical  jeopardy? 

Remember  the  year 
almost  all  the  Pell  money 
went  to  football  players  and 
thus  other  needy  students 
went  without? 

How  about  the  players 
who  furnished  their  apart- 
ment with  stolen  furniture? 

How  about  the  coach 
who  held  a fund-  raising  raf- 
fle and  then  couldn’t  come  up 
with  the  prize? 


How  about  the  hoots  and 
catcalls  when  young  women 
have  passed  wherever  the 
team  has  gathered 

The  list  goes  on  and  on, 
for  the  history  of  football  at 
JJC  is  filled  with  such  excess. 

Isn’t  it  about  time  we  call 
a halt  to  this  most  expensive 
of  sports?  What  has  been  the 
positive  resuh  of  football  at 
JJC? 

A number  of  players  have 
received  scholarships  at  four- 
year  schools.  Also,  when  the 
team  has  been  successful,  not 
a very  common  occurrence  in 
the  last  20  years,  the  college 
has  received  some  positive 
PR  in  the  sports  pages  of  the 
Herald  News. 

But  has  this  balanced  out 
the  negative  impact  on  the 
college,  the  negative  PR  that 
has  been  the  all  too  frequent 
result  of  football?

there  aren’t  sufficient  players 
locally,  shouldn’t  that  tell  us 
that  we  shouldn’t  be  involved 
in  football? 

How  can  we  justify  such 
a large  percentage  of  student 
activity  funds  going  to  one 
sport?  Shouldn’t  we  say 
“no”  to  football  now  before 
we  invest  in  that  on-campus 
stadium  that  has  been  pro- 
posed? 

The  administrative  press 
release  about  this  latest  inci- 
dent ends,  “...we  look  for- 
ward to  putting  this  incident 
behind  us  and  reestablishing 
the  proud  tradition  of  Joliet 
Junior  College  football.” 
The  administration  has  either 
been  blind  to  the  history  of 
football  at  JJC,  or  it  finds 
pride  in  what  most  of  us  see 
as  abominable — including 
the  latest  attempt  at  covering 
up  rules  violations.  The  time 
has  come  to  end  this  long, 
inglorious  tradition.  It  is 
time  to  put  this  all  behind  us. 
The  only  way  to  do  that  is  to 
end  football  at  JJC.

li  has  been  rumored  that  a 
Capitol  Records  executive  said  that 
the  company  was  expecting  a 
‘Dark  Side  of  the  Moon"  from  the 
art  rock  heroes,  but  got 
“Ummagumma."  They  should  have 
known  better. 

How  else  could  they  follow 
the  impressive  commercial  success 
and  phenomenal  critical  praise  of 
“OK  Computer,”  without  sounding 
like  they  were  making  a cheap  imi- 
tation of  their  own  album.  Wisely, 
they  decided  to  go  exploring. 

A considerable  portion  of  the 


album  passes  before  they  even 
attempt  anything  near  a standard 
rock  song. 

The  disc  opens  with  the  stroke 
of  intrigue  that  is  “Everything  In  Its 
Right  Place."  This  track  uses  com- 
puterized vocal  effects  and  key- 
board work  that  come  off  closer  to 
a trance  than  a song. 

Most  of  the  album  follows 
suit.  There  is  very  little  focus  on 
vocal  melody  or  catchy  guitar  riffs. 

They  mesh  10  different  sonic 
concepts,  each  with  a unique  mood, 
yet  each  with  a comfortable  place 
in  the  frame  of  the  album.  “Kid  A" 
keeps  an  open  mind  involved,  from 
the  troubling  or  soothing  (depend- 


ing on  your  interpretation)  title 
track  to  the  jam  packed  climax  of 
“The  National  Anthem." 

Some  of  it  is  soothing,  some 
peculiar,  some  (unintentionally) 
sexy,  and  some  debatable. 
Regardless,  all  of  this  work  passes 
my  most  important  test  for  any 
music,  as  it  is  truly  mind-altering.

Green  Day/Warning 

Warning:  There  was  a reason 
that  Green  Day  completely  avoided 
playing  any  of  this  new  material 
during  their  last  stop  in  town. 

Previously,  the  group  has  had 
success  by  blending  driving  punk 
and  melodious  pop. 

Nothing  on  this  album  is  dri- 
ving enough  to  be  punk  or  catchy 
enough  to  be  successful  pop.  Each 
song  falls  on  its  face  somewhere  in 
between. 

Almost  all  of  these  songs  share 
a tempo  and  the  seemingly  fun 
titles  such  as  “Blood,  Sex,  and 


Booze,”  have  no  pay  Off.  Some  of 
these  tracks  make  three  minutes 
seem  like  two  months.  “Minority” 
and  “Macy’s  Day  Parade”  are  lis- 
tenable,  but  neither  would  get  a 
second  listen  on  any  of  Green 
Day’s  past  albums. 

I would  recommend  this 
album  only  after  you’ve  worn  the 
information  completely  off  of  all  of 
their  other  magnificent  discs.

Pearl  Jam/Live  Bootlegs 

Pearl  Jam’s  release  of  25  two- 
disc  sets  (each  containing  one  show 
from  the  current  tour)  is  a hot  topic 
among  critics,  media,  and  retail 
outlets. 

These  $12  sets  are  an  attempt 
to  maneuver  bootleggers,  who  gen- 
erally charge  $50  for  a recording 
of  one  show. 

The  set  lists  change  from  night 
to  night  (or  disc  to  disc),  but  not 
nearly  as  drastically  as  they  gener- 
ally change  sets  on  tour. 

Also,  there  are  no  previously 


unreleased  songs  on  any  of  them. 
Still,  the  discs  emit  near-perfect 
sound,  and  most  of  them  are  an 
unprecedented  value. 

They  contain  all  of  Ed 
Vedder’s  entertaining  observations 
and  audience  interaction.  The 
discs  also  capture  the  smooth,  yet 
interesting  exchanges  between  gui- 
tarists Mike  McCready  and  Stone 
Gossard  and  some  improv  and 
alterations. 

As  good  as  the  band’s  material 
is  translated  live,  some  of  the  most 
intersting  moments  are  the  daz- 
zling covers,  such  as  The  La’s 
“Timeless  Melody”  and  The  Who’s 
“Baba  O’Riley.”  Chances  are,  you 
would  be  looking  for  no  more  than 
a few  sets. 

So,  I would  suggest  both 
shows  that  took  place  in  London 
and  the  show  from  Hamburg.  Some 
fans  may  be  a little  crazy  to  feel  the 
need  to  collect  22  versions  of 
“Corduroy.”

It  isn’t  surprising  when  a third 
of  sexually  active  teens  don’t  use 
contraceptives  consistently,  and  19 
percent  of  sexually  active  teens  are 
under  the  age  of  15. 

But  despite  all  of  the  cam- 
paigns, teen  pregnancy  and  abor-

tion  in  the  U.S.  is  still  the  highest  in 
the  industrialized  world  according 
to  published  reports. 

It  is  twice  as  high  as  Canada, 
four  times  Germany  and  France’s 
rates,  and  eight  times  that  of  Japan. 

Roughly  one  million  teens  a 
year  get  pregnant  and  the  govern- 
ment spends  S40  billion  to  help 
families  begun  by  teenage  birth. 

Jn  1960,  15  percent  of  all  teen 
births  were  to  unmarried  teens. 

Compared  to  1999,  where  78% 
of  teen  births  were  to  unmarried 
teens,  the  teen  births  have  gone  up 


tremendously.  Although  the  birth 
rate  has  increased  rapidly,  the  age 
at  which  people  get  married  has 
also  increased  leaving,  more  time 
for  people  to  become  pregnant. 

Despite  all  of  these  statistics, 
teen  pregnancy  in  the  U.S.  is 
declining  slowly.  Surprisingly, 
abortion  has  also  declined  among 
teens. 

There  are  more  restrictive  laws 
on  abortion  now  and  a limited 
number  of  providers  for  the  ser- 

There  has  also  been  a decrease 
in  public  funding  for  abortions. 

Tlfere  are  many  arguments 
about  what  has  actually  contributed 
to  these  declines. 

Research  also  shows  that  25 
percent  of  the  drop  is  due  to  teens 
waiting  longer  before  having  inter- 
course and  75  percent  of  the  drop  is 
because  of  better  birth  control  use

among  experienced  teens. 

The  U.S.  is  also  the  only 
developed  country  that  promotes 
abstinence  among  teens. 
Campaigns  to  save  sex  for  mar- 
riage are  very  popular  among 
church  groups. 

Along  with  promoting  absti- 
nence, birth  control  methods  are 
becoming  more  available  to  every- 

New  birth  control  has  a higher 
success  rate  when  you  don't  have 
to  remember  to  use  them  before 
having  sex. 

All  the  statistics  show  that  the 
U.S.  is  doing  better  at  keeping  the 
teen  birth  rate  lower  than  in  the 
past  years. 

There  are  many  organizations 
that  can  help  teens  deal  with  preg- 
nancy issues  like  March  of  Dimes 
and  Crisis  Pregnancy  Center.

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Nation  still  confused  over  Election  2000

In  a day  that  marks  the  freedom, 
fights  and  privileges  of  living  in 
Afnerica,  thus  far  Nov.  7 has  only  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  confusion  and 
frustration  to  the  attention  of  the 
United  States. 

During  one  of  the  closest  presi- 
dential elections  in  the  history  of  the 
country  it  may  not  be  known  for  days 
who  the  ultimate  winner  of  the  elec- 
tion is. 

The  U.S.  Constitution  states  that 
270  electoral  votes  are  needed  to  win 
the  office  of  president.  Currently,  the 
race  is  so  close,  that  neither  Vice 
President  A I Gore  nor  Texas  Gov. 
George  Bush  has  officially  been 
awarded  the  title. 

On  Nov.  8,  Bush  led  Gore  by  a 
little  over  1,500  votes  in  the  state  of 
Florida.  On  Nov.  13  , Bush  led  Gore 
in  Florida  by  about  300  votes,  a .0003 


percent  difference. 

The  statewide  recount  was  fin- 
ished late  in  the  evening  on  Nov.  9,*  a 
process  which  is  automatic  according 
to  Florida  state  law. 

Most  of  the  confusion  in  this 
heated  election  lies  in  Florida’s  West 
Palm  Beach  County. 

In  Will  County,  Bush 
received  49.9%  while  Gore 
received  47%  of  the  votes. 

Supposedly,  a butterfly  ballot  that 
was  used  in  the  county  on  Election 
Day  caused  confusion  to  many  voters. 

A hand  count  of  the  votes  tallied 
was  completed  in  one  area  of  Florida, 
representing  around  one  percent  of 
that  county’s  vote.  The  hand  recount 
produced  19  more  voes  for  Gore. 

According  to  the  Associated 
Press,  that  brought  Bush's  lead  in  the 
crucial  state  to  below  300  votes,  rais- 
ing fears  in  the  Bush  campaign  that 


the  widening  recount  could  move 
Gore  into  the  lead  and  win  the  elec- 
tion. 

Palm  Beach  officials  also  said  if 
19  votes  emerged  from  I percent  of 
the  vote,  the  complete  recount  could 
change  the  picture  by  hundreds  of 

The  Bush  campaign  has  held  out 
the  threat  of  calling  for  recounts  in 
Iowa  and  Wisconsin,  both  narrowly 
won  by  the  vice  president,  as  well  as 
Oregon  and  New  Mexico,  which 
remajn  contested. 

After  the  latest  count  in  New 
Mexico,  Bush,  the  Texas  governor, 
leads  by  four  votes. 

Florida’s  25  electoral  votes 
would  give  either  man  the  270  votes 
in  the  Electoral  College  to  win  the 
presidency. 

As  of  press  time,  Gore  has  255 
votes.  Bush  has  246  and  37  are  unde- 
cided from  Oregon  and  New  Mexico 
as  well  as  Florida.

Early  registration  turns  into  nightmare  for  students

On  Nov.  8,  students  and  faculty 
were  distressed  after  the  easy  regis- 
tration process  turned  into  a major  dif- 
ficulty. 

“We  could  not  have  anticipated 
that  the  software  conversion  would 
have  such  a dramatic  impact  on  the 
time  it  takes  to  register,”  said  Dr.  Alan 
Harderscn,  vice  president  of  Student 
Services  in  a recent  memo. 

JJC  recently  completed  an  update 
of  the  computer  software  used  for  reg- 
istering students  and  maintaining  stu- 
dent records. 

This  update  allows  the  college  to 
provide  Web-based  and  touch-tone 
telephone  registration  in  the  near 
future. 

Also,  the  new  software  will  assist 
staff  members  in  providing  even 
greater  service  in  the  areas  of  academ- 
ic planning  and  counseling,  financial 
aid,  billing  and  several  others.

Unfortunately,  the  recent  soft- 
ware update  has  unexpectedly  result- 
ed in  a significant  slowing  of  the  reg- 
istration process  that  used  to  take 
three  to  five  minutes.  During  early 
registration,  it  took  as  long  as  15-20 
minutes. 

“1  think  the  new  registration 
process  should  have  been  tested  first; 
this  is  a nightmare,”  said  Elba  Vargas, 
18. 


JJC  has  implemented  a policy  of 
taking  students'  completed  registra- 
tion forms  and  entering  those  in  the 
order  received  without  asking  stu- 
dents to  wait,  even  though  many  stu- 
dents waited  for  hours  at  a time. 

Sophomore  Amie  Marriza  waited 
for  open  phone  lines  for  several  hours 
and  never  received  any  results. 

“It  was  a nightmare  trying  to  reg- 
ister at  JJC,”  said  Marizza.  “How  arc 
we  going  to  ‘be  somebody’  if  we  can’t 
even  get  into  a class?” 

Student  Jim  Reardon,  21,  stood  in 
line  for  several  hours  and  spoke  to  a 
person  working  in  registration  during 
his  long  wait. 

“The  old  computer  systems  could 
update  data  in  about  30  seconds,” 
Reardon  said.  “The  new  system  is  a 
little  slower  in  most  aspects,  except 
when  it  updates  billing  data.  This 
takes  at  least  13  minutes  per  student.  I 
timed  it.  After  two  hours  the  registra- 
tion lady  had  processed  10  students. 
TEN!” 

Many  students  wailed  in  line  for 
hours  at  a time  in  order  to  register  for 
classes  that  quickly  fill  up  such  as  cer- 
tain math  classes,  physics  and  politi- 
cal science. 

“I  think  JJC  should  move  to  a 
seniority  system  like  almost  every 
other  junior  and  state  school  (i.e.. 
COD). 

The  more  you’ve  been  at  school 
the  higher  priority  you  get  to  register, 
which  make  sense  because  the  higher 
level  classes  are  impossible  to  get 
into,”  said  Reardon  “There's  one 
section  of  calc  3;  if  I didn’t  get  into  it 
I'd  have  to  wait  another  year  to  trans- 
fer. Same  with  physics.  They're  high

demand  classes  that  always  fill  up.’ 
The  lines  stretched  over  the 
bridge  and  through  the  J-building. 
People  were  in  line  as  early  as  12  p.m. 
waiting  to  start  registering  at  2 p.m. 

“Poorly  organized!  The)  need  to 
reconsider  how  many  people  they 
have  registering  and  the  time  the> 
updated  the  systems,”  said  Jesica 
Berkey.  18 

According  to  R^eardon.  most  peo- 
ple were  blaming  the  processors 
because  it  looked  like  they  were  sit- 
ting and  doing  nothing. 

"It  was  really  the  computer  sys- 
tems that  couldn't  handle  it.  There's 
no  reason  they  couldn’t."  he  said. 

After  several  hours,  faculty  advi- 
sors collected  students  filled  pul 
schedules  realizing  the  problem  was 
more  severe  than  they  first  initiated 
“Needless  to  say,  if  lines  are  like 
that  next  year,  students  are  NOT  going 
to  put  up  with  it.” 

According  to  Hardersen.  JJC  is 
always  working  to  serve  students  bet- 
ter and  he  firmly  believes  that  the 


problem s TRat  are  being  faced  wilT 
soon  be  replaced  by  increased  oppor- 
tunities and  a greater  level  of  service 
in  the  future.

"We  are  working  diligently  to 
correct  the-lechnical  problems  that  are 
slowing  our  computers'  ability'  to 
process  using  the  new  software,  and 
we  expect  the  time  it  takes  for  a stu- 
dent to  register  to  improve  as  we 
process.”

On  Nov.  4,  the  agriculture,  horti- 
culture and  veterinary  departments 
held  their  annual  career  day  for 
prospective  students.  The  day  consist- 
ed of  tours,  several  informative  ses- 
sions and  a lunch  produced  by  the 
respective  departments’  students.  Also 
highlighted  at  the  event  was  the 
announcement  of  a new  educational 
center  for  the  department. 

This  143-acre  lab  is  designed  for 
students  to  receive  hands  on  training 


while  learning  the  processes  of  the 
farm.  The  lab  undergoes  many  tests 
and  experiments  which  are  managed 
by  Eric  Farrand. 

Livestock  judging,  and  event  that 
many  students  do  not  know  goes  on  at 
JJC,  was  also  covered  at  the  event. 
This  past  weekend.  JJC  faculty  mem- 
ber Dave  Hummel  and  his  team  were 
in  San  Francisco  at  a team  function. 
The  livestock  team  is  very  competi- 
tive and  attends  many  out-of-state 
meets. 

This  also  requires  great  time- 
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management  skills  and  the  commit- 
ment of  students  and  faculty. 

Another  large  event  to  hit  the 
agriculture  department  are  the  plans 
for  the  construction  of  a new 
Agricultural  Education  Center.

3 million 
needed  to  build  the  proposed  facility. 

“Laraway  Road  will  become  a 
new  primary  path  through  the  Joliet 
region,”  stated  Weitendorf  at  the  cere- 
mony. “The  junior  college  was  very 
good  to  me,  and  I'm  proud  to  be  able 
to  give  something  back.” 

Once  operational,  the  center 
would  provide  a lab  and  office  space 
for  the  college’s  Agriculture, 
Horticulture  and  Veterinary  Medical 
Technology  programs. 

The  facility  would  also  contain 
space  to  host  livestock  shows  and  pro- 
vide space  where  students  can  work 
with  large  animals,  a new  opportunity 
offered  to  interested  students. 

“Mr.  WeiiendorFs  generous 
donation  will  enable  the  college  to 
provide  first-rate  instruction  and  prac- 
tical experience  to  students  of  our 
Agriculture,  Horticulture  and  Vet 
Tech  programs,”  said  JJC  President 
J.D.  Ross.  “The  proposed  Agriculture 
Education  Center  that  will  be  located 
on  this  site  will  be  a fine  addition  to 
our  educational  facilities  that  will 
serve  the  citizens  and  students  of  our 
district  well."

“Their  meetings  have  included 
the  planning,  engineering  and  the 
physical  labor  from  the  very  begin- 
ning to  the  very  end,"  said 
Thompson. 

An  example  of  one  of  the  scares 
awaiting  visitors  to  the  house  is  a 
crawling  spider.  Visitors  will  run 
into  a sensor  to  activate  the  spider. 
The  sensor  will  send  signals  to  the 
programmable  logic  controllers, 
which  will  control  the  event.  This  is 
how  several  of  the  house's  features 
operate 

The  type  of  technology  students 
are  experimenting  with  is  the  type  of 
automation  that  is  used  in  theater 
productions  and  amusement  park 
rides. 

When  the  students  complete  the 
course  and  the  Electrical/Electronic 
Automated  Systems  Technology  pro- 
gram at  JJC.  their  future  possibilities 
are  vast.  The  opportunities  include 
an  automation  technician  at  compa- 
nies, sales  personnel  of  high-tech 
equipment  or  instrumentation  techni- 
cian. Also,  many  may  continue  their 
education  in  a four-year  program  to 
become  engineers. 

The  students  who  are  involved 
in  JJC’s  program  have  a variety  of 
backgrounds.  Some  are  full-time 
students,  some  work  during  the  day, 
and  some  already  have  experience 
working  in  the  field. 

Yet,  they  have  all  come  together 
to  meet  their  common  goal  of  com- 
pleting this  project  and  giving  fellow 
students  a good  scare. 

“The  most  important  thing  I’ve 
learned  from  this  project  is  the  value 
of  teamwork,”  said  sophomore 
Jeremy  Lee.

For  many  apathetic  college  stu- 
dents, this  often-misunderstood  pro- 
gram may  have  felt  like  a sermon,  but 
in  reality  it  was  an  invitation  to  ques- 
tion the  reasons  behind  drinking  and 
think  about  the  consequences  of  poor 
decisions.

They  don't  realize 
something  can  happen  to  them.’ 

Many  young  people  believe  that 
somehow  social  drinking  can  make 
an  average  night  an  unforgettable 

According  to  statistic  booklets 
handed  out.  alcohol  will  catch  up  with 
its  users,  whether  it  is  immediately,  a 
year  or  twenty  years  down  the  road. 

The  realistic  goal  is  to  make  stu- 
dents be  responsible  if  they  are  going 
to  do  it 

This  year  was  notably  different. 
Dilday  remarked  how  she  was  sur- 
prised at  how  many  students  repeat- 
edly pursued  her  to  tell  her  something 
she  didn't  expect. 

"Students  seek  me  out  to  tell  me 
they  just  don’t  drink  or  that  they  used 
to  but  they  Stopped,"  she  said. 

Comments  like  these  are  a turn- 
ing point  for  events  like  National 
Collegiate  Alcohol  Awareness  Week 
and  are  having  an  effect  on  young 
people.

Jay-Z  may  very  well  be  the  hard-

The  “TRL"  viewing  legions  of 
his  fan  base  will  wonder  where  the 
contagious  hooks  and  obvious 
melodies  went. 

Meanwhile,  his  core  audience 
will  appreciate  the  finer  things  on  his 
fifth  album  in  four  years 

Many  will  enjoy  the  thick,  throb- 
bing bass  on  “Guilty  Until  Proven 
Innocent."  Some  may  also  notice  that 
“I  Just  Wanna’  Love  You"  repackages 
a charming  style  taken  from  ODB's 
“Recognize,"  while  it  recycles  lyrics 
from  Notorious  B.I.G’s  “The  World  is 
Filled...” 

More  Biggie  lyrics  are  put  to 
good  use  as  the  hook  on  "Squeeze 
1st.”  Jay-Z  also  offers  some  smart 
lyrics  of  his  own  throughout  “Streets 
is  Talking." 


Much  like  his  socially  signifi- 
cant past  works,  such  as  “Lucky  Me." 
“Soon  You’ll  Understand"  and 
“Where  Have  You  Been"  are  soul- 
baring, standouts. 

Throughout  the  latter:  you  can 
almost  hear  tears  dropping  onto  the 
keyboard,  playing  the  dim.  atmos- 
pheric melody  as  the  emcees  create  a 
father  to  son  talk. 

All  of  the  words  come  from 
lumps  in  the  throats  of  Jay-Z,  Beanie 
Siegel,  and  fatherless  children  every- 
where.

Wolves  men's  basketball  team  is 
expecting  a great  year. 

Last  year,  the  Wolves  won  the 
tournament.  As  of  Nov.  10,  the  team 
was  2-0. 

Currently,  the  team  is  ranked  no. 
7 in  the  NJCAA  Division  111  presea- 
son poll. 

“We  are  very  excited  about  the 
prospects  of  the  upcoming  season,” 
said  Head  Coach  Joe  Kuhn  in  late 
October.  “I  believe  that  we  will  make 
steady  progress  as  the  season  moves 
along.” 

The  five  returning  players  are 
point  guard  Dustin  Smith,  guard  Jason 
Standeford,  forward  Jelani  Clark,  for- 
ward Markus  Ford  and  center  Jeff 
Agba. 

Last  year,  Smith  led  Region  IV 
guards  in  assists  with  a 9.6  game  aver- 
age, and  led  the  Wolves  in  scoring  as 
a freshman. 

He  was  also  the  All-Conference 
and  All-Region  Division  III  first 
selection  last  year 

As  of  Nov.  10.  Smith  had  accu- 
mulate! 23  points  and  23  assists.

Standeford  averaged  12.8  points. 

Clark,  who  is  among  the  Division 
111  leaders,  averaged  10.4  points  and 
8.3  rebounds,  which  topped  the  team.

With  a shot  at  making  the  nation- 
al tournament  for  the  first  time  in  22 
years,  the  JJC  Wolves  volleyball  team 
took  on  the  College  of  Dupage  on  Sal. 
Nov.  4 at  the  College  of  Grayslake. 

This  highly  anticipated  match 
played  out  as  everyone  expected 
when  two  teams  who  are  ranked 
nationally  play  against  each  other. 
The  Wolves,  ranked  No.  4 nationally, 
lost  to  the  College  of  Dupage,  ranked 
No.  6 nationally,  in  heartbreaking 
fashion  15-12.  5-15.  9-15,  15-11  and 
15-13.  The  loss  snapped  a 14-match 
winning  streak  that  the  Wolves  had 
going  into  the  finals. 

The  fifth  game  was  played  as  a

In  early  November,  Joliet  Junior 
College  President  of  Student  Services 
J.D.  Ross  and  Northern  Illinois 
University  President  John  Peters 
signed  a dual  admissions  agreement, 
making  the  transfer  process  for  stu- 
dents an  easier  and  more  helpful  pro- 
cedure. 

Students,  who  have  set  a particu- 
lar major  and  are  having  trouble  trans- 
ferring to  a helpful  university,  now 
have  the  option  of  joining  the 
NIU/JJC  program.  The  new  agree- 
ment allows  students  to  smoothly 
transfer  to  NIU  as  a student  and  into 
the  program  of  their  intended  major. 

“For  any  program  that  NIU 
offers,  the  university  will  admit  the 
student  on  a dual  admissions  basis." 
said  Dr.  Alan  Hardersen.  Vice 
President  for  Student  Services  at  JJC. 

The  agreement  also  maximizes 
the  resources  of  both  JJC  and  NIU 
through  shared  advising,  marketing 
and  student  services.  It  provides  a 
continuum  of  courses,  faculty  and

Any  students  registering  for 
classes  Nov.  8 were  in  for  a major  sur- 
prise. Due  to  a problem  with  Joliet 
Junior  College’s  computer  system,  it 
took  up  to  20  minutes  to  register  a sin- 
gle student.  ' 

However,  this  problem  is  bring- 
ing about  changes  in  the  Information 
Technology  Department. 

"The  time  it  took  to  register  a stu- 
dent at  registration  was  20  minutes," 
said  Department  Vice  President  Tony 
Cota. 

"We  have  it  down  to  five  to  seven 
minutes,  that’s  just  too  long." 

Earlier  this  year,  the  department 
was  using  software  called  Colleague. 
The  system  was  recently  upgraded 
from  Release  13  to  Release  16  in  a 
project  called  the  R 16  Conversion. 

The  project  was  simply  a soft- 
ware conversion.  The  upgrade  allows 
new  features  such  as  online  registra- 


resources  during  all  four  years  of 
study  as  well. 

Students  will  be  able  to  complete 
general  education  classes  and  classes 
intended  for  their  particular  major  at 
JJC.  According  to  Hardersen,  students 
will  then  receive  a bachelors  degree 
from  the  college  and  transfer  to  NIU 
with  a degree  in  hand 

The  dual  admissions  program 
will  also  help  students  with  the  trans- 
fer process.  Hardersen  said  that  it  is 
also  in  one's  favor  to  be  part  of  the 
program  because  it  will  be  easier  to 
receive  information  and  counseling  on 
classes  while  at  NIU. 

“The  agreement  would  give  the 
student  some  additional  services  that 
they  may  not  get."  he  said  "Advisors 
would  work  more  with  the  student  at 
the  university  while  they  can  get  start- 
ed here  with  the  counseling  services  at 
JJC." 

According,  to  admissions  data 
from  Hardersen,  the  second  largest 
number  of  students  who  go  onto  four- 
year  colleges  after  JJC  attend  NIU.  He 
also  said  that  is  why  it  was  so  impor- 
tant to  discuss  and  finalize  the.agree- 


tion  .and  will  help  staff  members  in 
many  areas.  The  system  has  been  test- 
ed for  the  past  year  and  has  been  used 
for  training  staff  members  for  the  past 
three  to  four  months. 

According  to  the  JJC 
Technology  Department, 
the  system  needs  more 
memory  and  new

However,  registration  day  was 
infected  with  many  glitches. 
Registration  forms  has  to  be  taken 
from  students  and  registered 
overnight. 

It  took  until  10  p.m.  to  register 
every  student  who  was  waiting  in  line. 
This  was  not  the  first  time  any  such 
problems  have  occurred  with  registra- 


ment  with  NIU. 

Maricruz  Ramos,  a JJC  coun- 
selor, stated  that  a lot  of  students  from 
JJC  were  transferring  to  NIU.  All  the 
courses  taken  at  JJC  through  the  pro- 
gram will  automatically  transfer  to 
NIU.  unless  a revision  occurs  at  the 
school.

"All  dual  admissions  are  useful 
feedback  from  the  universities  and  to 
the  community  colleges,”  she  stated 
“It  is  a very  easy  transition  and  runs 
smoothly.  It  also  relieves  a lot  of 
headaches  from  the  students.” 

JJC  students  who  plan  to  attend 
NIU  in  the  future  will  receive  updates 
on  their  academic  progress  toward 
completion  of  their  four-year  program 
of  Study  at  NIU.  This  lets  NIU  admis- 
sions know  exactly  how  courses  will 
transfer  to  the  university  and  where 
they  stand  in  the  transfer  process.  The 


Many  workers  in  the  department 
have  pinpointed  the  problems  of  this 
software  change  though.  Apparently, 
the  problem  is  in  the  computer’s  hard- 
ware According  to  the  department  the 
system  needs  more  memory  and  new 
resources. 

The  school  is  replacing  the  main 
computer,  a Hewlett-Packard  9000 
that  has  been  in  use  for  the  past  five 
years. 

A new  processor  is  also  needed. 
Also,  Datatel,  the  company  who  pro- 
duces the  software,  has  recently  come 
to  JJC  to  look  at  the  program  and  the 
problems.

This  is  not  the  only  dual  admis- 
sion JJC  has  agreed  to.  Robert  Moms 
College.  Governors  State  University 
and  the  University  of  St.  Francis  are 
all  part  of  dual  admissions  agree- 
ments. NIU  also  has  dual  admissions 
agreements  in  place  with  16  different 
community  colleges;  more  than  any 
other  university  in  Illinois. 

Peters  said  that  the  new  agree- 
ment also  helps  to  endorse  the  oppor- 
tunities JJC  can  provide  as  a gateway 
to  four-year  schools. 

“We  think  very  highly  of  the 
community  college  movement  and 
our  community  college  partners."  he 
said  at  the  signing  ceremony. 

Hardersen  also  said  the  largest 
number  of  students  who  decide  to 
move  onto  a four-year  college  after 
JJC  decide  to  go  to  Illinois  State 
University. 

“We  have  plans  to  do  a similar 
connection  with  ISU  we  are  systemat- 
ically planning  on  going  through  the 
process  with  their  university  as  well." 


According  to  Cota,  the  goal  is  to 
bring  registration  time  down  to  two  to 
three  minutes,  which  was  the  time  it 
took  on  the  old  system.

Dear  JJC"  Students: 

The  November  15,  2000,  issue  of  the  Blazer  correctly  described  Early 
Registration  as  a nightmare  for  students.  Actually  it  was  a nightmare  for  all 
involved,  including  students,  counselors,  advisors  and  registration  staff. 
Though  we  thought  that  we  were  prepared  for  registration  using  an  updated  ver- 
sion of  our  registration  software,  we  underestimated  the  amount  of  computer 
power  that  would  be  needed  for  the  software  to  run  smoothly  The  results  were 
long  lines  and  srudents  who  were  unable  to  register.  I want  to  apologize  to  every 
student  who  was  negatively  impacted  by  this  problem. 

Since  that  day,  November  8,  we  have  been  working  very  hard  to  correct  the 
problems  associated  with  registration  process.  We  made  some  additional 
improvements  to  our  existing  computer,  expanded  registration  hours,  and  this 
past  Friday  night  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  the  administration  to  lease  a 
computer.  It  is  unlikely  that  the  new  computer  will  arrive  in  time  to  help 
with  spring  registration.  Consequently,  we  ask  that  you  register  for  the  spring 
term  as  soon  as  possible.  Please  do  not  wait  until  after  the  holidays. 

new  computer  will  be  here  and  in  use  by  the  time  summer  registration 
begins.  The  new  software,  coupled  with  the  new  hardware,  will  allow  us  to 
implement  touch-tone  registration.  We  also  will  be  able  to  add  Web-based  reg- 
istration in  the  not  too  distant  future.

Alternatives  to  buying  and  selling 
used  books  can  be  tricky-  a random 
number  on  a bulletin  board,  or  search- 
ing on  amazon  for  your  book. 

Usedbookbroker.com  is  a new 
web  site  that  allows  students  to  buy 
and  sell  books  directly  from  other  stu- 
dents. The  service  works  a lot  like 
EBAY. 

After  registering  with  the  service 
and  giving  them  your  credit  card  and 


checking  account  information,  you 
can  then  bid  on  and  sell  books  with  a 
S3  service  charge  and  the  shipper  pay- 
ing the  postage. 

The  book  is  charged  to  your  cred- 
it card  and  after  a 10-  day  return  peri- 
od. the  money  is  then  deposited  into 
the  seller's  checking  account. 

Unlike  other  stores,  whatever  the 
price  students  buy  the  book  for.  unless 
there  is  any  damage  to  the  book,  you 
can  sell  the  book  back  for  the  same 
price.

Brown  bag  lecture  explores 
ethics  in  society  and  education

On  Nov.  29,  students  and  faculty 
were  invited  to  attend  the  last  lecture 
in  the  Brown  Bag  series.  Dr.  Bansraj 
Mattai,  the  department  chair  for  the 
social  and  behavioral  sciences,  ended 
the  series  with  a serious  and  important 
topic  of  ethics  in  today  's  society  and 
education  called  "The  Practical  Side 
of  Ethical  Principles." 

“This  is  not  an  area  like 
physics.  .."  said  Mattai. 

According  to  Manai.  in  follow- 
ing decades,  psychologists,  sociolo- 
gists and  anthologists  have  been 
studying  the  importance  of  ethics  and 
feels  that  it  is  not  hard  to  convince 
people  what  is  good,  right  and  proper. 

He  described  society  as  some 
with  a moral  schizophrenia  in  which 
schizophrenia  is  a mental  disease 
fragmented  into  inconsistent  parts.  He 
also  said  that  psychopaths  and 
sociopaths  are  just  those  who  have  not 
grown  up. 

“They  treat  lives  as  play  things.” 
he  said  at  the  informative  lecture. 

“We  have  to  have  a sense  of 
self. . . who  we  are  as  individuals."  said 
Mattai.  “We  use  power  to  destroy 
each  other  physically." 

He  also  talked  about  the  impor- 


tance of  religion.  According  to  Mattai. 
Christianity  dominates  the  U.S,  yet 
people  believe  that  it  is  possible  to  be 
religious  part  time 

“You  are  either  religious  all  the 
time  or  not;  you  are  either  moral  all 
the  time  or  you  are  not."  said  Mattai. 

Mattai  believes  that  people  are  so 
prone  to  judge  people  but  should  con- 
centrate on  the  “self'  instead.  He 
feels  that  individuals  should  recog- 
nize who  they  are  and  that  they  are 
essentially  different  from  any  other 
species. 

"Yes.  you  are  a physical  being, 
but  you  are  also  an  emotional,  intel- 
lectual and  spiritual  being."  said 
Mattai.  “Most  of  your  lives  are  caught 
up  in  the  physical  being.  ..materialis- 

“If  actions  have  consequence 
then  negative  actions  have  negative 
reactions,"  said  Manai.  "If  you  want 
to  be  respected  by  a student,  then 
respect  your  student." 

He  feels  people  are  in  society 
when  they  speak  the  language. As  the 
lecture  ended  Manai  closed  with  a bit 
of  helpful  advice. 

"All  of  us' must  stand  for  some- 
thing or  else  we  will  fall  for  every- 
thing."

JJC  offers  many  tutoring  programs

Most  students  are  unaware  that 
three  different  tutoring  programs  are 
offered  at  Joliet  Junior  College.  The 
three  programs.  Academic  Skills. 
Special  Needs  and  Project  Achieve, 
are  all  pan  of  the  ongoing  process  to 
help  students  with  their  study  skills. 

The  Academic  Skills  Center, 
directed  by  Charlene  Wagner,  is  a pro- 
gram open  to  all  students  who  are  cur- 
rently enrolled  at  JJC  in  regular  adult 
classes  or  pan  of  the  adult  education 
program.  It  is  funded  by  a federal 
grant  called  the  Work  Study  Program. 

According  to  Wagner,  the  mis- 
sion of  the  center  is  to  provide  acade- 
mic assistance  to  a diverse  population 
of  students  so  they  can  enhance  their 
learning  skills.  For  information  or  to 
schedule  an  appointment  call  ext. 
2284. 

The  Special  Needs  Department  is 
directed  and  coordinated  by  Carol 
Smith.  The  support  program  for  acad- 
emics provides  services  to  students 
with  disabilities  or  health  concerns 
and  tutorial  support  to  students 
enrolled  in  targeted  majors. 

The  program  is  fbnded  by  Carl 
Perkins  and  the  Federal  Legislation 
Board,  which  gives  the  funding  to  the 
Illinois  Community  College  Board, 
the  Disadvantaged  Student  Grant 
Program  and  JJC. 

The  Special  Needs  Department  is 
also  in  charge  of  S.T.A.R  - Student 
Accommodations  and  Resources 
“The  name  was  selected  to  show  the 
types  of  students  that  arc  helped."  said 
Smith. 

The  disabled  students  must  pro- 
vide documentation  of  their  disability 
and  a determination  of  their  qualifica- 
tion in  the  program  is  then  made.  Help 
is  on  an  individualized  basis  depend- 
ing on  a student's  specific  disability. 

Most  students  in  the  program  are 


referred  by  faculty,  high  school  coun- 
selors and  through  the  Office  of 
Rehabilitation  Services.  Other  stu- 
dents interested  in  the  project  are 
invited  to  come  in  and  seek  informa- 
tion on  the  program. 

Note  takers,  sign  language  inter- 
preters. adaptive  software  and  soft- 
ware that  reads  text  are  among  the  ser- 
vices offered  in  this  unique  program. 
For  information  contact  Smith  at  ext. 
2220. 

Project  Achieve  is  directed  by 
Jewel  Dennis  and  is  available  for  use 
for  anyone  who  falls  into  one  of  more 
of  these  three  categories:  low  income 


families,  disables  or  first  generation 
college  students.  The  program  is  fund- 
ed through  a grant  from  the 
Department  of  Education  and  JJC 
itself. 

"Students  need  to  be  advocates 
for  each  other  instead  of  having  some- 
one lead  them,"  she  said  about  the 
program 

The  tutoring  subjects  offered  are 
math.  English  and  computer  informa- 
tion systems. 

Dennis  hopes  to  add  biology  and 
other  sciences  to  the  program  in  the 
future.

Joliet  Junior  College's  newest 
program  gives  students  two  key  bene- 
fits including  skills  which  are  in  high 
demand,  and  also  a good  chance  for  a 
career  with  a big  starting  salary. 

The  two-year  Cisco  program  pre- 
pares students  to  obtain  Cisco  certifi- 
cation as  a Cisco  Certified  Network 
Associate  and  also  for  certification  as 
a Microsoft  Certified  Systems 
Engineer. 

With  this  training  in  hand,  stu- 
dents are  prepared  to  enter  the  work- 
force as  certified  Cisco  technicians, 
where  starting  pay  often  falls  in  the 
S45.000-S50.000  range  for  entry-level 
positions. 

Companies  that  employ  Cisco 
technicians  include  Lucent,  AT&T 
and  Tellabs. 

“The  skills  students  will  obtain  in 
these  classes  are  top  of  the  line."  said 
Ram  Raghuraman.  JJC  Computer 
Information  and  Office  Systems 
Department  chair  in  a recent  press 


release.  "It  readies  them  for  an  envi- 
able place  in  the  work  world  in  only 
two  short  years." 

The  demand  of  Cisco  networking 
technologists  is  increasing  because 
Cisco  is  the  leading  provider  in  the 
IntemeiAveb-related  routing  industry', 
and  most  companies,  large  and  small, 
have  Cisco-related  components. 

Students  wishing  to  have  Cisco 
certification  have  two  option  at  JJC. 

They  can  take  only  the  four  Cisco 
classes  over  the  course  of  two  years, 
or  receive  an  associate's  degree  in 
Computer  Network 

Technology  by  completing  the 
full  program,  which  includes  other 
networking-related  courses  in  addi- 
tion to  the  four  Cisco  classes.  At  the 
completion  of  coursework.  the  sru- 
dents  are  eligible  to  take  the  certifica- 
tion exams. 

Plainfield  High  School  senior. 
Janine  Schmidt,  is  a student  in  the 
Cisco  program.  Everyday,  she  drives 
from  the  high  school  to  North 


Campus. 

She  is  one  of  five  students 
enrolled  in  the  program  from 
Plainfield  High  School  and  is  the  only 
girl  in  her  class  instructed  by  Kathy 
Wagner. 

“The  class  is  pretty  much 
self-taught,"  said  Schmidt.  " We 
come  in  sit  down  boot  up  and  read 
after  two  hours  we  power  down  and

I sit  in  a silent  class  for  about  two 
hours  listening  to  my  CDs  on  the 
computer  and  read  the  chapters  online 
and  then  take  a chapter  test  about 
once  a week  " 

Schmidt  not  only  receives  three 
high  school  credits,  but  also  receives 
the  regular  college  credits. 

Other  high  school  students  come 
front  Bolingbrook.  Romeoville  and 
Lemont.  In  order  to  enroll  in  the 


class,  students  must  first  have  a back- 
ground check  in  their  education  histo- 
ry and  also  get  referrals  from  teachers. 

“If  you  go  into  the_program  as  a 
junior  and  then  your  senior  year,  you 
can  get  all  four  certificate  parts  and 
can  take  a test  and  become  a Cisco 
Certified  Tech."  said  Schmidt. 

“You  can  take  the  test  whenever 
you  want  but  it’s  better  to  get  all  four 
parts  in  the  class  done  and  then  take 
the  test. 

With  the  official  test,  you  can  go 
into  any  computer  job  and  get  hired 
on  the  spot.  JJC  only  prepares  you  for 
that  test." 

Because  the  coursework  is 
offered  over  the  span  of  four  different 
semesters,  students  get  in-depth 
instruction  that  includes  both  theory 
and  hands-on  training. 

Students  learn  about  the  func- 
tions of  hubs,  switches  and  routers- 
and  protocol,  principles,  case  studies 
and  management  related  to  these 
components. 


"The  Cisco  program  at  JJC  is 
very  thorough,  not  to  mention  very 
affordable.  The  college  is  very  dedi- 
cated to  this  instruction  and  to  seeing 
its  students  succeed,"  said 
Raghuraman 

JJC  opened  a new  Cisco  lab  at  its 
North  Campus  this  summer.  Students 
are  able  to  receive  online  instruction 
from  Cisco,  with  two  full-time  JJC 
faculty  members  assigned  specifically 
to  the  Cisco  program. 

Both  faculty  members  received 
rigorous  curriculum  training  to  pre- 
pare them  for  instructing  the  Cisco 
courses. 

“I  can’t  emphasize  enough  how 
hands  on  this  program  is.  The  curricu- 
lum is  cutting  edge  and  is  designed 
and  updated  by  Cisco."  Raghuraman 
said. 

Ram  was  also  sure  to  mention 
that  “the  JJC  faculty  members  work 
with  the  students  as  they  proceed 
through  the  online  portion  and  the 
hands  on."

“Show  me  the  money!1'  Those  are 
the  words  that  many  struggling  col- 
lege students  uner  in  hope  of  gaining 
some  sliver  of  financial  aid  for  tuition, 
books  and  expenses. 

Fortunately  for  those  in  search  of 
education-saving  cash,  the  financial 
aid  office  has  much  information,  fea- 
tures and  programs  that  many  students 
might  not  be  aware  of. 

Besides  traditional  loans  and 
grants,  there  are  a couple  of  federal 
work-study  programs  available  for 
those  eligible. 

America  Reads  and  America 
Counts  have  both  been  around  for 
four  years  and  provide  students  S7.50 
per  hour  to  tutor  children  from  kinder- 
garten up  to  ninth  grade. 

The  rutoring  takes  place  at  ele- 
mentary schools  and  at  libraries  with 
varying  hours,  which  can  cater  toward 
the  students'  schedule. 

Twenty  hours  a week  are  the 


maximum  amount  possible. 

Besides  having  to  be  qualified  for 
federal  work-studies,  students  must 
have  a 2.0  G.P.A.  or  above  to  be  a pan 
of  the  America  Reads  program  or  a 
3.0  G.P.A.  or  above  for  America 
Counts  program. 

"These  programs  are  for  anyone 
who  is  interested,  but  it  is  especially 
good  for  students  who  are  going  into 
teaching."  explained  Diane  Kozielski, 
financial  aid  specialist. 

Also  new  this  year  is  a game  of 
20  Questions.  Actually  it  is  a manda- 
tory quiz  that  given  upon  receiving 
financial  aid  to  ensure  the  students  are 
fully  aware  of  the  details  involved 
with  the  process. 

To  pass,  the  student  must  get  18 
out  of  the  20  correct  or  the  funds  will 

The  first  thing  that  must  be  done 
to  even  be  considered  for  these  work- 
stud)  programs  or  partake  in  the  quiz 
is  applying  for  them  of  course. 


Filling  out  a Free  Application  for 
Federal  Student  Aid  (FAFSA!  form 
does  this.  It  usually  takes  three  weeks 
for  the  form  to  get  processed. 

From  there,  a student  aid  report  is 
created  which  then  cites  what  the  total 
amount  of  funds  are  available  via 
loans  and  grants. 

There  are  many  factors  that  take 
place  in  the  eligibility  process.  There 
is  no  set  standard  to  who  is  qualified. 

Things  like  family  size,  number 
of  siblings  attending  college  and 
income  maintain  large  roles  when 
deciding  how  much  money  if  an), 
will  bless  the  accounts  of  students. 

We  encourage  everyone  to  apply 
and  as  soon  as  possible.’  urged 
Kozielski 

The  financial  aid  office  is  always 
taking  appointments  for  any  ques- 
tions. Their  hours  are  usually  from  7 
a.m.-S  p.m.  on  Monday  through 
Thursday  and  7:30  a.m-4:30  p.m.  on 
Friday's.
